mighty Giant, by name Gallieno, by ſome called alſo Grandifimo, who 

for his great Proweſs and War-like Exploits became Terrible to all his | 
Neighbours - in ſo much, that no Man, tho' never ſo hardy, was ableto com- | 
pare with him in Feats of Arms, or by plain Force or Policy to Encounter |: 
Him. He had already Subdued the fair Countries of Lothoringia , Alſatia, 
Milleſia, with part of Trapezond, Calatoniaand Inferiana ; and made Inroads | 
into other Places; and was now grown ſo formidable as all Men ſtood in 
great dread of him. This Galliena was moreover a great Necromancer, for 
he had at his devotion many Familiar Spirits , who gave him notice of the 
Strength , and all the Secret Deſigns of other Princes ; So that no- 
thing could be hid from him that he deſired to know. He had alſo by 
the ſame wonderful Art got all his Cities and Caſtles inchanted, ſo that no 
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mortal Power was able to take them, and adamnable Spell ſet round about 
his [2ominions, in ſo much, that ſcarce any Enemy could enter them; or, 
| if hedid, he could not ſtay there long , and wiſ'd afterwards he had never 
| come there at all. After which , having , as he thought, made all things 
| Safe and Sure, he ſurceaſed from War, and led his Life in Quiet and Plea- 
| ſure ; right-glad of the many Conqueſts he had made : But it fortuned, that 
| as he ſlept one night in his Bed, he faw in his Dream many Armed men of 
| ſeveral Nations come againſt him on all fides, threatning him with their 
| Swords, Pikes and Guns, as If they meant to kill him: Whereupon awak- 
| ing , and calling up Aephoſtophilo, one of his familiar Spirits, and asking 
him what it meant, he anſwered and faid unto him , My dread Lord , This 
is m0 Dream, but the very Truth , which I have revealed unto you in your ſleep : 
There are mary Nations who, envying your Greatneſs, are now bandying 
| againſt yon in Council, to bereave you of what yon have got by force of 
' your Arms,. and of your own Inheritance to boot.. Which as ſoon as Galieno 
| Heard, he ſent for all his Under-Giants, and Great Officers, to Surprize 
| their Tewns before they could be in a readineſs to oppoſe him , which they 
did accordingly, eſpecially in Trapezord , otherwiſe called Regomania. 
New the chicf Princes and Potentates, who had joined into an Aﬀoci- 
| ation againſt Galjer.o, were theſe , 4ſtriaco the Great Emperour of Trape 
| zond, DonTbero Formeliroſo theProud,theDuke of Bawwaw, Tricongio; with many 
| other Potentates of Recomania; and laſtly, the dreadful many headed Monſter, 
calied Hydra , whoſe property it was to ſpit out Flames of Fire in the 
midſt of the Watcr ; 1do not mean that Hyara , which in times of Yore ( as 
Hiſtorical Romances do inform us) was —_ by the Famous Champion 
Sir Hercules ; for this was a Water. Hyara of another kind, and living under 
the Sca,, was for that reaſon of great repute in the Court of the Sea-God 
| Nepizne, who was a great Friend to it on all Occaſions , except when it's De- 
merits, or the bluſtering Aﬀronts of God Eol:rs do put him into an ill humonr, 
Now this Monſter Fyarz was mightily afraid of the Great Giant Gallieno ,. 
| having heard by Tradition, that he was deſcended of the Race of the moſt 
| Valiant Knight Sir Hercules; but efpecially ſince he had by his Necromancy 
| got the trick of ſpitting Fire on the water , as well or better than it ſelf 
| Wherefore, tho' this Hydra was half Parim, yet thoſe Chriſtian Princes 
were glad 6f its Affiſtarce againſt the Giant Gallievo, as dreading his great 
Proweft, and ftanding in great fear of his Necromantick Policy : Beſides 
| the Monlter Hydra was Powerfully abetted by one of the Idol-Goddefſes they 
| ene whipped: called Mimmoneta,' to-which they were: particularly de- 
voted; ar.d-otren Sacrificed to her ſome af *their Children and Relations, by 
C1 | CxPo-. 
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expoſing them to the Throw in Storms (as their Heatheniſh Cuſtom was) to 
the bottomof the Sea for her ſake. And yet this many-headed Monſter Hy- 
dra was all this while ( as being born and bred in the Sea) more Fiſh than 
Fleſh: It had the Head and Face of a ar, the Beard of a Goat, the Neck of 
a Bull, and the Belly of a Hog , but was of the nature of a Herring, of 
which, for the moſt part it fed; It had alfo a flight Croſs on the Forehead 
(tho' the mark of it was for the moſt part half worn out) bet no ſign at 
all of Chriſtiamty any where elſe. Yet for Neptune's ſake. and the aſſiſtance 
they hop'd from Mammonera, even thoſe Chriſtian Princes were right-glad to 
have the Monſter Hydra on their Side ; and indeed it was no ſhallow Monſter, 
but as Crafty and Politick as any of them all, and knew how to watch for its 
SO very Sedulouſly , eſpecially when there was any Mony to be por 
or kepr. 
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How Naſonius, the Famens Knight of the Hydropick Land got into 
high Efteem there ; and how he diſguſted Fortuna in attempting to 
raviſh the Amazonian Lady Victoria, | 


O W ſoit fortuned that in times of Yore , the Hydra Commonwealth 

| had great Wars againſt their own King Don Tbero , againſt whom they 

had rebelled ; and tho' they had very many Heads, yet, being more Fiſhermen 
than Sowldiers, they had never a good one fit to lead an Army, or at leaſt none 
ſo good as the noble Kt. NNafonixs, who in all Juſts and Tournaments had be-- 
haved himſelf right-valiantly , and won much Renown:. For which reaſon 
thoſe of his Family and their Deſcendents were, out of meer neceſſity, by 
the Hydropick Gommonwealth choſen to be their Generals in War , which they 
call the Hyara-holder : by which means they came to that Power , that one of. 
them attempted to Sear one of the Heads of the Hydra, and that was the 
grcateſt of them, call'd Emporiaza.,. but living under water , - it guſh'd forth 
ſuch Floods upon his approach , that it quench'd all his rons. Now in the 
time of the War with the Giant Galliezo, ithappened that Hydra had for its

| DameFortuna, not regarding her waat of Sight, ( a great Blemiſh in a Mi- 
| ſtreſs) but hoping by her means to get great VVealth, Dignity, and high 

Preferment, after which he gap'd exceedingly ; which gave ſome ſhrewd 
Laviſh Tongues occalion to talk at random, ſeeing him (like the noble Knight 
Sir Huaibras ) more to value the Advantages than the Woman. His Suit had 

this Effect, That ſh? requited his good VVill with divers Favours , and pro- 

miſed to do him ſome friendly Offices z but being of a Nature very fickle 
ard uncon{tant, ſhe woald not conſent to marry any Man, 'or to hold to him 
very long; but careleſly ſcattered herKindneſſes here and there, as if ſhe regar- 
ded noi much to whom ſhe gave them ; Nay , it was very hard for any but a 
very wiſe Man to enjoy her Friendſhip any long time , and for that reaſon it 
| was ſuſpected , that ſhe did ſecretly affect, if any, the Politick Giant, K. 

' .Gallieno., Now it happen'd that Dame Fortuna had aRelation of hers, call'd 
the Lady Vifloria, a Stately and Majeſtick Dame, of the Noble Race of the 
Amazons : her Fortuna (being blind her ſelf ) thought might be a fit Match 
for the Kt.

\ © have a Beautiful and Stately Kinſwoman of mine, hight YVi&oria, deſcend- 
© ed from the warlike-Race of the Amazons, and ſought to by a great many 
© Great Kings and Princes, whom, if you can by Gentle and wiſe Court- 
| © ſhip, and fair, and valiant Carriage win to affect you ; I, for your Love to 
| © me, give my Conſent; and when you have her , you may be ſure to have 
| © mefor your Friend. To whom the Noble Kt. Naſonius being indeed the 
| yeryPinkof Conrteſfie, tho? his Nature and Education did not enable him to 
expreſs it but with'a very //! grace ) with an Obeiſance ſo low, that his Noſe 
almoſt toucht the Ground, did with much Courteſie anſwer. 

« Excellent Lady, or rather Goddeſs! I eſteem my Self much bound to 
< you for this your Grace and Favour ; I have heard much of the incompar- 
© able PerfeRtions of the moſt accompliſh'd Lady Yiftoria: Indeed I have 

| © never 
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© never had the Luck to ſee her , though I ſought after her much ; which 1 
© impute to the Necromarcy of the wicked Giant Galliena : For when I at- 
© tempted to wait upon her, and let her know how pallionately 1 doated on 
© herrare Perfections, as ſoon as I camenear the Place where ſhe-uſed to be, 
© hedid by his Enchantments raiſe from Hell ſuch a Smoak and Fire, that TI

© big as Bullets, as no mortal Man might abide them ; So that [ was ſtill forc- 
© ed to retire, and was divers times in danger of my Life , had I not ra» a-

The next day King Gat#ieno gaveorder for Knightly Exerciſes of J#/#s and: 
Tournaments in which the war-like Lady took eſpecial Content. At night Q- 
pera's were ſhewn, ſung with moſt raviſhing Muſick-, the ſubjett of which 
were the Lawleſs Impriſonment, and the coarſe Entertainment of the Lady YVifte-- 
ria in her unjuſt Confinement in the Hydrepick, Camp , repreſenting the 
ruſtickneſs of her Faylours, and her Noble Sufference: And laſtly, her de- 
hverance by the valiant Giant Grandorfio, To cloſe all the Solemnity , Balls. 
too were prepared : But the Heroick Lady, not much delighting therein, 
excuſed her ſelf with much civility, as not being the Cuſtom of her Country, 
or ſuitable to her Genius or Education. 

Some days after King Gallieno call'd together an- aſſembly of all the Prin- 
ces, Princeſſes, and Nobility of his Court, and invited thither alſo the 
fair Amazonian Lady Vittoria ; every one wondring what this auguſt meet- 
ing of ſo many great Perſonages ſhould mean ; when the King taking the

© gin'd, VVhom can I better chuſe than my Noble Deliverer , to whom I 
< owe my Safety, my Liberty, and my ſelf; I reſign my ſelf therefore wholly 
© into your hands, aud ſubmit my ſelf intirely to your diſpoſal , as your con- 
< ſtantand loyal Spouſe. Hoping that your unparalell'd vVorth , moſt civil

Ing a Lefſon upon the Lute; and he was ſo attentive to his 44«ſick,, that tho' 
the Herald. repeated his Embaſly twice or thrice over, he hardly heard him 
and when with much ado he rightly underſtood him, he told himj he was a 
troubleſome fellow to diſturb his Recreation, and,. That as for the Lady Yi&o- *' 
77a ſhe was ſuch atickliſh Miſtreſs, and had ſo often deceiv'd his Expectation !

Emperor Magoz.; and on divers other occafions had fo taken his Maſter's 
part, that hedid not think it worth his intermitting his Muſical Recreation, | 
nor his wearying himſelf with ſo long a Journey, much leſs to meddle with 
fiehting for her; in which kind of harſh and untuneable Mufick he had no 
Skill. . And fo without any kind of reſpe&t due to ſuch publick Meſlages he 
bid him be gone, and that neither his Maſter nor he ſhou'd trouble him any

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were of diversSentiments, Many cry'd out, Let King Gallievo keep 
Vittoria, if he will, what.is that to us ? This Fighting. does but ſpoil 
our Trade, and our Markets. But the generality. of the greate/# Heads 
ſaid, they were buſie, and his Errand: fooliſh ; For he miſtook them, 
They were not Land-Rats but Water-Rats: But if King Gallievo, who 
has ſuch arare Talent at cutting Rivers through the dry-land, wou'd 
but be at the Charge and Pains, to make the Sea Navigable as far as 
Tutelia, he ſhou'd then ſee what they would do; but, that ſure, he 
could not think them ſuch Fools as to run Knight-Erranting to free Fair 
Ladies : not they : Ler ſuch light Ware fink or ſwim, or hang, it is 
all one to them :- Profit and Aſorey is all they care for; and that if they 
could be ſure to loſe nothing by King Gellieno, or to gain any thing by 
him, they were his humble Servants. 

He had alſo 2 particular Audience of Naſoxins; who, when he had 
heard the Meſlage, and read the Letters, anſwered ſurlily, That Yi&o- 
1ja Wight have kept her ſelf well with him whilſt ſhe was well, and 
not to have run to the L«y/landian Court to learn to cut Capers: And for 
his part, he was not in an humour to run as far as Tw«telia to fetch back 
ſuch a Baggage. And laſtly, Thar fince he conld not keep her while he 
had her, he had ſet up his Reſolution, never hereafter to venture him- 
ſelf in any Battle to catch her again ; but would continue his Ambiti- 
on to ſtand ſtill, and look, on, and let them fight who were ſo fool- 
hardy. 

The well bred Herald wondred at his Incivility, and much more at 
this ſtrange reſolution of a Knight who profeſt himſelf a Warriour, and 
a General, So parting thence, he poſted to the Court of T7telia; and 
gave an account very particularly of his ſleeveleſs Embaſly, and the re- 
ſpective Anſwers, or No Anſwers of the ſeveral Aſſociates - which made 
the two Royal Lovers ſmile, and gave the whole Conrt plentiful occa- 
ſion of divertiſement, to ſee what valiant, gentile, pretty-humonr'd E- 
nemies he had to deal with. And now all rubs being ſmooth'd, Prepa- 
ration was made for ſolemnizing the Marriagethe Week after ; which 
was Celebrated with all the Gallantry imaginable. The Particulars of 
which. were ſo extraordinary, that it would over-task the beſt Wit in 
the World to expreſs them to the Life, in their due order as they were 
perform'd. Only I cannot omit the Ep:rhalawinm made by Philopom-

Mow Naſonius treated with the Great Luciftero about arivins * 
his Father Eugenius out of his three Kingdoms and get them | 
to bimſelf. And how all the Furics of Hell, were let looſe, * 
and ſent into Utopia, to ftir up the Subjeits to Rebellion. 


Any days together laſted theſe Nuptial Solemnitics, and never 

was there ſeen ſuch Univerſal rejoicing and Feaſting through- 

out Liuy/landia, as was at that Seaſon, But it paſsd far otherwiſe in 
the Hyaropick Country,and lealt of all with the diſcomfited Knight 1Va- 
ſonius, He had ſuſfered the Lady Yi&oria to be taken from hirn by plain 
fo: ce: He had viterly loſt his Honour as well. by getting hcr unlawfully,2s 
by not being able to keep her. He ſaw that King Gallieno was like to en- 
croach daily upon the Hyadropick, Territories, and that little help was to 
be expected from Doz 1bero, whoſe beſt Politicks were mcer folly, his 
Souldiers half ſtarv'd for want of Meat and Cleoarhs, a: « their Conſu]- 
tations nothing butempty Braggs, and haughty Bluſter.

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den'd his SubjeAs with Taxes,tor which reaſon he had a very great Party 
Faithful and Loyal to him. Wherefore Naſonins, to get rid of this 
Perplexity, call'd his beſt Friend, Sodomicus to him; and asked hm by 
what means, (good or bad) he might be certified aforehand, of the 
ſucceſs of his undertaking ; not doubting but thar if it took effect he 
could do well enough ; for then he could cither by diſ;mulation gull 
the credulons People of Utopia, who were of ſuch an unwary and filly 
Humour, that they would eafily believe all that was told them that 
ſounded malicioully, and even lov'd to be deluded : Or elfe he conld 
by Authority cruſh, or put to death all that durit oppoſe, or approach 
to him.

Powe-, and what ty intereſt:d Men, Divines, or others, what by the

Ar theſe 
Words, Nafonins embracing him aijtectionately, cried ont in 2 kind tone, 
Sodomicus ! Better half of my ſelf ! Thon halt ſpoken my very Thonghts, 
and prevented my ceclaring that which I would have ſaid, but (paiden 


. my diftdence) durſt not openly and abruptly diſcover. Ecreaftcr

As ſoon as Naſonius heard this, without further pauſe, he preſently

tohim. As ſnon as he came to the place, he ſaw'the griſly Hag with 
Hollow Eyes, Diſhelveld Hair , Lank, Cheeks, and Shrivell'd Chaps, who 
chatter d.out this-Rhjme. 

Thou art too great, 
With me to Treat , 
Send for my Lord Lucifero, 
And all things well with thee will go. 


Naſonius, though he was couragious enough in bad things, yet at 
firſt was ſomething ſtumbl'd at this ſudden Propoſal ; but being over- 
ſhooes in Impiety already, he reſolv'd to wade through : And bade the 
Witch ſend for him, or call him up. Whereupon, turning her ſelf 
nine times round one way, and as often back again, and repeating a 
long ribble-row of Prayers backwards ; at length, in a kind of Exta- 


tick Amazement ſhe yell'd out, 


Brimſtone I ſmell, Draw near, draw near, 
The Breath of Hell ; Appear, appear, | 
He comes, he flies, Not with a Look that may affright, 


Through Earth, through Skies.) But with a Shape that may delight, 


Upon which words appear'd LZ»cifero with Horns on his Head, and a 


cloven Foot, but in all other appearances, a moſt accompliſh'd Gentle- 
man: 
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man : The firſt word heſpake, he bid Naſonins not to fear, for he was 
his Friend , and knew well his Deſign ; which was to drive his pions 
Father out of his three Kingdoms, and get them for himſelf. Know 
then, continued he, that it was 2 that in/pired thee with this Thought, | 
and 1 will carry thee through : only thou muſt wed ſpiritually, or rake to 
Wife 1 mean Concabine, (for we hate all Mai riages) my eldeſt Daugh- 
ter Ambitioſa Superba;, That is, thou mult give thy whole Heart to her, 
hold to her conſtantly, and follow all her Motions and Inſpirations, which 
done , ſhe with her aids of Honoxr will eaſily bring that deſign of 
thine to PerfeCtion. 

Naſonius thank'd him for the high Favour in dignifying him with the 
Honourable Title of his Son; profeſling that he had ever loyv'd and adcr'd 
that Goddeſs, though (hindred by ſome fooliſh Chriftian Principles, in- 
ſtill'd by Education , or taken up upon the Paroll of Preachers ; which 
from hence-tor ward he ate: ly abjur d ) he had not till now made his im- 
mediate applications to her great Father, aud eſpous'd her : Humbly beg-. 
ring by his good leave a ſight of that high-ſpirited Prince/s. With that, 
Lucifero gave a dreadful ſtamp with his Clovzen-Foor, which made the 
Earth tremble, and crack aſunder, when out of the Breach iſſued forth 
an horrible Cloud of Blewiſh Smoak which darkned all the Sky, and that 
once diſſipated, there appear d the ſtately Lady Ambitio/a witha train of 
Black-Brow'd Furies, or Fiends attending her: Her ſelf was clad in a: 
gorgeous Robe, with many great Crowns dangling about it , ſpurning 
many leſſer ones, and trampling them under her Feet. Her lofty Head 
ſeem'd to reach the very Skies, and her graſping Hand ſeem'd to pull 
down Heaven it ſelf. But, after a while deſcending from her height, 
approaching Nz/0nius, ſhe took him kindly by the hand, with theſe 
words: Here take me, and with me the Glory thou affecteſt, and the 
three Crowns thou ſo much defireſt, Acknowledge the great Honour I 
do thee, and ſee thou obſerveſt me in all things, and ſo ſhalt thou be 
ſure to be great as far as thy C-/ed Fares will permit thee. See here my 
Train, my Maids of Honour, who will aſliſt in accomptiſhing thy Pro= 
je&ts, and going before thee into Uropia, ſo prepare the Minds of thoſe. 
ſottiſh People, who are far the better half at my Fathe1's Devotion al- 
ready, that thou ſhalt have little to do but to gather the Fruit, and reap 
the rich Harveſt which they fhall prepare for thee. 

Then calling 'em forth one after another, firſt ſtept out the proud Fu- 
ry . Rebellioſa, of ſo way-ward, and ungovernable a Humour, that ſhe 
would ſcarce obey even great Zucifero himſelf, but that ſhe knew he 
would only command her ſuch things as were moſt agreeable toher own 
: Inclination. 
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Inclination. Towhom Ambitioſa ſaid, What wilt thol#&&for my de- 
voted Servant NVaſonius to obtain him his Father's three Kingdoms? 1 
will, anſwer'd Rebellioſa with a lofty tone, fill the Hearts, Heads and 
To»gues of the Vtopians, with Murmurs and Diſcontents againſt their kind 
and lawiul King Exgermms, ſo that they ſhall bs ready to rebel, and 
drive him out, when ever they ſhall get an Opynortunity to do it with ſaſe- 
ty. Fear not thy ſucceſs, great part of that Nation are my ſworn Slaves 
already. 'TwasTI whito inſpir'd them to make War againſt his Father 
Enſebius, "Twas to me they Sacrificed a Hundred Thouſmnd of that Dam- 
nable Sect call d Loyalliſts, for which I rewarded them afterwards with 
Riches and Preferments. . Laſtly, 'Twas I, that, to crown my trium- 
-phant Exploits, inſpir'd them to cat off his Head; and the ſame Fate, if 
Ar ſuit with thy Policy, ſhall beride his Son. 

This ſaid, Rebellio/2 retir'd ,, and titere came forward next a monſtrons * 
deform'd Hag, whoſe ill-contriv'd Shape much reſembled that of a Chz- | 
mera, as the Poets deſcribe it : Her Eyes ſquinted contrary ways ; Her 
Feet interfer'd with one another, and all her Parts hung looſe, as if they 
were inartificially tied on with Points, without. any Natural Contexture 
or Coherence. Of whom, when Naſonius had demanded her Name ; my 
Name, ſaid ſhe, with a confident look and tone 1s Acthia, Iam Truth ic 
ſelf, and cannot lye. But Ambitioſa interrupting her, and turning to 
Naſonins, ſaid, Believe her not, my Friend, her Name is Fi#irio/a, ſhe 
is the Spirit of Lying, and her Nature ſuch, that ſhe cannot ſay true, but 
only when ſhe is to anſwer my dread F:ther Lucifero, or my ſelf. Then 
turning her ſelf to the Fiend Fiirio/a , ſhe demanded of her 
what ſhe would do to get her trueſt Gallant Na/onins his Fa- 
ther's three Kingdoms? I will faid ſhe, ſpread thouſands of hor- 
rid Lyes againſt Exgenius, his Queer, and their Sor ail over Utopia, to dif- 
aifeCt his Subjects, and make them hate him ; I will inſpire the Pamphlet- 
tcers, News-Writers, Lampooners, and others of the Scare-Scribblers with 
the Genizs of forging 'till almoſt all the Land be poſleſt with the Spirir-of 
Falſhood and Lying Nay, the Pulpits out of which they preach the Do- 
&rine of their God, and the Preachers themſelyes ſhall be deeply tainted 

with my venemous InfeCtion. 

After her came out a third Fury, which Iook'd like a Fool, nr meer 
Ninny, in a long mothly Coat, with a Niaiſy Countenance, a gaping 
Mouth, her Hcad hanging down, and a great Bibb on her Breaſt to re- 
ceive her Slaver, ſtaggering and ſtammering itil] as ſhe walk'd and ſpoke. 
And what, ſaid Naſanius, Can this ſilly thing do in my behalf? As much 


replied Ambzitioſa,as any of the reſt.She is the Spirit of Folly,and _y name 
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Fataitoſa Credula, let her ſelf ſpeak,and tell thee what ſhe will perform 5 
I will, ſaid Farnico/a,. ſo beſot and infatuate the People of Utopia , that 
they ſhall give full Credit to all Fi#irio/a's Lyes, tho' never ſo monſtrous | 
and incredible z by which means | wiil make them Abdicate their Hereate | 
tary King, tho' werethey not abſolutely my Creatures, they might eaſily . 
ſce thatit would breed endleſs DiitraCtions. I will ſtir them up to make 
War againſt the Powerful and Politick Giant Galjeno, tho" to their val 
Charge, and the wtter deſtroying their Traffick, and Comme, ce, 1 wil in- 
ſpire them with that refin'd Folly, that they ſtall voluntarily and content- 
edly beggar themſelves to maintain the War of the Hydra,tho' they can- 
not but know that it /aughsat them for it,as great Fools; and in their 
Hearts hates them. Nay, 1 will ſo totally and perfe&tly doſe their 
Reaſon, and common Senſe, that they ſhall Bone? - and adore thee Na- 
ſoni«s all the while thou doeſt impoveriſh, abuſe, and ruine them, and 
(which Ieſteem my chief Maſter. piece) they ſhall thank thee, and con- 
gratulate with thee , not for any real Benefits they have receiy'd fror! 
: thee, but meerly becauſe thou haſt beggar'd and ruin'd them, | 
; At theſe laſt words Naſonins took the Jeſt ſo folly, and reliſh'd it ſo 
| feelingly, that, (tho' it were a thing unuſual with him ) he could not 
; refrain from ſhewing his high Contentment with a pleaſant Smile. Till, 
7 as he was going to return an high complement to Ambirio/a for ſuch a no- 
: table aſſiſtant, by telling her, That the very Fully of Lucifero's Courtiers 
out-witted, and over-reached the higheſt W3/dom of Mortals; there ap- 
peared a fourth Fury with a ſurly Countenance, that came-in ſtamping 
and ſtaring, curſing the- Earth for bearing her, the Air for giving her 
Health, and the S7 for lending her Light. Najorixs all amaz'd at ſuch 
an vncouth kind of Fiend intreated of Ambitio/a the Knowledge of her 
Name and Nature. Her Name, replied Ambitioſa is Diabolica, and ſhe is 
the Spirit of gratitude. She had that particular Name given her as an 
high Reward for her great Merit ; for ſhe was the forwardeſt to oppoſe 
that curſed Angel Michael, when he endeavoured to debauch our Confe- 
derate Angels, from joining with us in Rebellion, by alledging the Gra- 
titude (forſooth ) we owe to God, as being our Creatour, and who gave 
us our Being, and all the Good we had ; and whois in greater Eſteem 
with my Father Lcijero than ſhe? Naſonius being a Gentleman well- 
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o . bred, and full of Courteſie , thought it was his Duty , and would. be 
= Erateful to Z»cij ero,to paſs upon ſuch an high Perſonage,and ſo great a Fa- 
>, vourite of his. a ſpecial Complement. Whereupon approaching to her 
h with a low Bow, and kiſfling his Hand, he was about a very formal Ex-

preſling his Reſpe&s to her ; But ſhe, with her Fiſt gaye him ſuch a "—_ 
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Cuff on the Ear, that (being but limber Hamm'd) his Proboſeis well nigh 
toucht the Ground ; ſo that he had much ado to recover himſelf. To take 
off his trouble and fear, Ambitioſatold him, it was Diabolica's Nature to 
render Evil for Good ; and that had he not followed her inſpiration for- 
merly in being «ngrateful to his Father, who had done him ſo many Fa- 
wours, ſhe had certainly done him ſome grear Miſchief for his Kind- 
neſs : But ſhe bid him reſt contented with that Fury's candid dealing : 
one had ſhe /aluted or kiſs d him, ſhe would molt certainly have kill'4 
im, 

After Naſonins had certainly well recover'd himſelf, and come to his 
Senſes and Wits again, Diabolica thus accoſted him ; Fond Mortal ! who 
could ſo think, that I, who am Ingrarirxde it ſelf could be won or o« 
blidg'd by any Courteſies. Thou might | have known by thy ſelf, who 
art one of my greateſt Deyotes, that Civilities and Kindneſles are not 
the way tooblige me, and had not thy great Merits in being ungrateful 
to thy obliging Father repreſt my fury,this had been thy laſt day,and all thy 
ambitious Projects had vaniſh'd to Smoak : But for following my Inſpi- 
rations I have both ſpar'd thee, and will reward thee. Perhaps thou 
think'ſt that my Siſters have left nothing for me to do fos thee ; but thou 
art much miſtaken. Thy Father Ezgerizs has hugely obliged many Per- 
ſonages of the higheſt Rank, and the chief Officers in the Army, nay , in- 
deed the whole Army it ſelf, by being ſo good a Maſter to.them; and un- 
leſs theſe be taken off, and rendred ungrateful, they will give chee ſach 
diſturbance as will quite ruin all thy Undertakings ; but I will take ſuch 
order, that they ſhall all of them either de/err or oppoſe him; for I will 
infufe ſuch a /«bril Poy/on into the wretched Souls of thoſe moſt oblig'd 
to him, that moſt of them, nay, his ow# Fleſh and Blood, as his own ve- 
7y Children, ſhall be the firſ# Traytors to him, and his birrereſt Ene- 
mies. 

Naſonins, upon hearing this comfortable News, taking freſh Heart, 
blam'd himſelf for being ſo fooliſhly unmindful of her Genius, and 
hambly ask'd of her, (for he was deadly afraid of the tother Cuff) if 
it wou'd not diſoblige her, to return her his hnmble Thanks. If thou 
wilt oblige me replied Diabolica, be ſure thou never repenteſt thy Ingra- 
titude to thy Father or others, but continueſt it unto the end. Eur par- 
ticularly, be ſure thou doſt not ſhew the leaſt Gratitude to the Uropiars, 
though hey fooliſhly ſerve thee againſt their own Intereſt : But both diſe 
oblige thoſe who have firſt ard moi? aſſiſted hee, and do all thou canſt 
to requite the Kindneſſes of that So:r5ſh Nation with their utter r4in. Huff 
their Nobility as occaſion preſents, and impri/ox them Lanlefily , Pay not 
i their- 
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their Souldiers, nor any who are ſo fooliſh as to truſt thee with their 
Goods, Stores, or other Commodities, Regard not the Seamen though 
moſt uſeful to thee, nor pay 'em their Wages: Only give the Fops good 
Words, and ſome little Pittance to keep up their Folly to truſt and ſerve 
thee further. Give the Royal Aſent to no National Bills, that may in a- 
ny wiſe ſerve to ſupport or ſecure their pretended Righes, Liberties, and 
Properties ;, nor to any others that do not ſtrengthen thy Power, enable 
thee to cruſh their Perſons, and drain their Pockers, Thou muſt alſo uſe 
thy utmoſt endeavour to procure an AQ to Endeni/ſe all the Raſcally Re- 

Fuſe of thy Noble Allies, eſpecially our beloved Ayaropicks and vagrant 
Luyſlandian Panyms, by which means they will ear the Bread out of the 
fooliſh, and tame UVropians Months ; Rob their Cloaths from their Backs, 
and reduce them and their Pofterity to utmoſt Beggary and Slavery. They 
have made themſelves thy Slaves, uſe them accordingly. 

Naſonixs was about to aſſure her of his doing his utmoſt to follow 
this Advice, when there ſteps forward another Fry in a Rich Gown of 
Cloth of Silver, richly Embroider'd with maſſy Gold, ſtudded all over 
with Faces and Stamps of divers ſorts and figures z who ſaid, I 
am the great Goddeſs Mammoneta, chief Idol of the accurſed Sons of A- 
dam, What TI will do for thee thou ſhalt know when thou comeſt to con- 
fer with the Heads of the Hydra, whom I will requireto ſerve thee hear- 
tily for their own Intereſt. At this, Lucifere put in; ſee, ſaid he, that 
thou Sacrificeſt the Wealth of Uropia to my beſt beloved Hydra, and in 
all things ſeekeſt her Advantage. For know that none are ſo dear to 
our Deity ever fince they in the Indies formally renounc'd and Crucify'd 
God, and choſe to adore my Slave Mammonera in his ſtead for their God- 
deſs: which binds me to requite their highly Aferirorious Apoſtacy with 
temporal Wealth. 

When he had thus ſaid, there came forward two He Fiends, of which 
one was a bold, brisk Blade, clad ina long Gown, with a ſhort purple Cloak. 
over it, anda Square Caplikea Fudge, and ſeem'd to be a Devil of great 
Autbority. The other in a black, ſhore Veſt, between a Cafock.and a | 
f little formal narrow Band, and a Black, Velvet Cap, with another of 
white underneath turn'd up over the Eages of theother, with a Lace, who 
walkt gravely and demurely with his Eyes lift np to Heaven, as if he 
were in ſome divine Contemplation, and in the height of Prayer ; with 
a little Bible in his Hand, making -ſhew by his geſtures and ations as if 
his Prayer ended, he were about to hold forth, Theſe are, ſaid Lucife- 
ro, twoof my chief, and moſt uſeful Servants, by name 1njurioſo, and 
Hypoeritico;, the former my C — the latter my Chaplajn ; who, at 
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the inſpiration. of. Mammoneta( which Idol, being of the ſame Religion 
with the Hydra they adore) will, togivethee Title, wreſt both Law 
and Goſpel, and make both the Bar and the Pulpit be at thy Devotion. 
Speak both of you in your Turns, continued he, and declare what you 
will do for my beſt beloved Son Naſonivs. 

What will 1 do? ſays Injario/o ; Why I will inſpire the Faages and the 
Lawyers with ſuch Quirks and Quillers, that they ſhall Torture and writh 
the Laws of the Land with their kace backwards, till they come to ac- 
knowledge thee their rightful Monarch : I will teach them how to make 
ont Exzenias's Abdication in deſpight of all thoſe Antiquated Rules of 
Common Senſe and, Reaſon, which fooliſh Mortals follow'd hitherto: 
By which means they ſhall ſatisfy thoſe who are unskilful ; or elſe they 
ſhall. puniſh impriſon, and adjudge to Death thoſe overwiſe Fools who dare 
declare themſelves for Exgenizs, or Speak, Write, Print, or Publiſh a- 
nv thing in his Favour. 

And 1, ſaid Hypocritico, with a grave and goodly look and tone, do 
Profeſs vcrily and truly, that I will inſpire all thoſe Biſhops and Preachers 
who do bear a fervent Devotion to the Goddeſs Mammonera (as the ge- 
nerallity do) toteach diſ-allegiance to thy Father, and Allegiance to thee 
out of their Pzlpits ; nay, they ſhall aſſure their Hearers in the Name 
of the Lord; and quote t he wrefted Word of their God to abet it, That 
thou art their true and Lawful Soveraign, God's Annointed and Vicegerent on 
Ee'th, Nay more, verily, they ſhall pray for thee too, and by obliging 
their ſheepiſh Flock to ſay Amen, they ſhall innure their Conſcience to 
fancy that their Treaſon is a Tpecial att of Religion, Laſtly they ſhall 
maintain it Lawful to «»ſwear their former Oaths made to Engenius, and 
ſwear *em to thee as their only Lawful King andſupream Governour, and 
even Santify Perjury by their devout Pretence of Religiouſneſs. 

Theſe Goblins diſappearing, Zucifero turning himſelf to Na/ontns, 
ſaid thefe words, Thou ſeeſt my dear Son, how by the Care of Ambiri- 
o/a, and her Maids of Honour and my willy Servants, J«jurio/o, and 
Hypreritico, all the way is pav'd and imooth'd fo the glorious end thou 
aimeſt at. See thou beeſt a Conſtant ard Loyal Lover to my Daughter 
Lmbitioſa, adore her, and her only next to me ; obſerve all her ways, 
and follow ſteadily all her Inſpirations, fear not that thy pretending Re- 
ligion will diſpleaſe me; *'tis the beſt Cloak for all my Darling Villanies, 
and makcs them more ſiceſstull z but take hecd of ſetting up that Re- 
tigion which is the true one, and valves its ſelf upon the ſcore of its 
Principles, eſpecially in Carduana, where | have many Pym Servants, 
(whom 1 would wiſh ſhould haye ſome particular Fayour.) But the better 
[00] 
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to all; and if thou canſt jumble 'em all into one motly Ghurch : If not, 
let all Se&s whatſoever, even Atheiſts, and Socinians, which are next ts 
them, hold and teach what they will, as does my Servant the Hydra : 
For that's the only plauſible way to make Mortals be of no Religion 
at all. For the reſt, advije with the Zyadropick, Heads; I my ſelf will 
be preſcnt inviſibly at all your Conſultations, and dire& your Councils 
in the way of true Policy, which teaches you not to regard the un- 
lawfulneſs of the means you make uſe of, but reſolutely to purſue the 
end you drive at. Ina word, behave thy ſelf ſo as beſt becomes 
the Son and ſworn Slaveof Lucifero. Hereupon Naſonins kneeling, and 
laying his Right Hand on his Cloven-Foor, iware all Duty and Vaſlal- 
lage to him, and Loyalty to the Goddeſs of his Soul, '.5mbirio/a; who 
at parting warn'd him not. to engages too raſhly with the Enchant- 
ed Giant Gallzeno, but to niake nie of the Letters of his partial Friends, 
and his own Gazzerts (the Goipel of the vulgar) to keep up the repute 
of his Courage ard Conduct. Which ſaid, the Helliſh Scene quite diſ- 
appear'd, and Na/onizs full of Joy return'd home, and the next day 
went merrily to hunt at Holoo, having perfett Faich and hope n the Aſſi- 
bas of Lucifere, and of his haughty, new betroth'd Miſtreſs, Am- 
itioſa.. 
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How the good Kjng Eugenius was driven out of his Kingdoms,and 
how Naſonius Uſarpd his Throne. 


NEB had ſpent but few days in his divertiſement ere News was 
brought him from Uropia how all the Country was in-an- Liproar, 
and ready turiſe in open Rebeilion as ſoon as they might find afir Altar 
to head them, and an Army to fly to for their Protection. Shamcleſs 
Sl:nders againit Eugenius had poſſeſled every Corner of the Nation. 
The Gear ten Caball'd to deſert him, the Palyit» Einn'd into Peoples 
Ears nothing but Fears and Fealoufies (the Ny language of Treaſon a 
Brewing) that he was about to deſtroy their Religion, when only them- 
ſelves were actually attempting it by pr:paring to relinquiſh therr Principles, 
in which it conſeſted eſſentially. The Common People grew Factions ard. 
Mutinous

Mutinous ; and Traytors almoſt beſet him ronnd, ſpoke him fair, and 
advis'd him falſe-heartedly. The Officers of the Army were tamper'd 
With, the City of Thamopolis, and even the Army it ſelf was in great part 
poyſon'd with Treachery and diſlojalty ; and but a few in compariſon re- 
main d firm to his Party and Intereſt. Which Na/onins no ſooner heard, 
but convinc'd that the Helliſh fries had done their Buſineſs effefually ; 
© call'd to him his beſt Friend, Sodomicur, and thus beſpoke him. * My 
© entlire Friend! Thou ſceſt that he Promiſe Lucifero made, is come to 
6 effect, and UVropia is ready to receive me with open Arms ; and as the 
© Furies have handled the Matter, does ſue to me to have me come over ; 
* courting me as their noble Deliverer: while in reallity 1 go only to en- 
© ſlavethem. What remains but that we now convene the Heads of the 
* Hyara, and with them take fit meaſures to prepare for my Expediti- 
© on, which thou knoweſt I cani no wiſe do, unleſs they aſliſt me with 
© Ships Seamen,and Souldiers. 

To whom Sodomicus anſwered, I have already diſpos'd 'em to thy Mind 
and they ſhall be ready to aifiſt thee. Only becauſe thou knoweſt how 
Superſtitiouſly they are devoted to their Idol Goddeſs Marmoneta, without 
whoſe DireCtions they undertake nothing, they are now conſulting her 
Oracle ; but to Morrow I will aſſemble them all, when propoſals ſhall 
be drawn up, which I know will be grateful to Mammoncta,and therefore 
Idoubt not they will readily agree tothem. 

Two days after the Heads of the Ahdra met in a fall F«»nto. To whom 
Naſonius deliver'd himſelf after this plain D«nftable manner, better ſuit- 
ing with their Ruſticity than if his Speech had been garniſh'd with all the 
Fiowers of Rhetorick, perfuming the Breath of the moſt Eloquent O- 


rators. * High and Myghty Loyds | 'Tisnot unknown unto you how the 


6 mighty Giant Gallieno encroaches daily upon us and our Afociates in 
© Arms, and how neceffary it is to ſtrengthen our ſelves againſt him ; 


© and lam ſure no way is ſo effetual to do this, as to get the whole 


© Power and Riches of Uropia, Carduana, and Lyrania to joyn in our 
< Aſſiſtance. This, if we can compaſs, the Giane will be reduced to the 
< ſtature of a Dwarf; and (as our Ingenious Emblem long ago foretold) 
© Our Holland Cheeſe will darken and Ecclipſe the luſtre of his riſing Sun, 
© You know how averſe my Father Exgerixs is to joyn with the Afociates, 
< being reſoly'd by preſerving a Neutrality, and keeping his Country 
© inPeace to adyance the Trade and Riches of his Kingdoms, which 
< with his giving Freedom from Perſecutiou to tender Conſciences, will 


< bring the Traffick to them, and half ruin us. Lhave already by the SA 
© afliſtance of Xammonera, corrupted many of his Swbjetts,, nay ſome _ $M 
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© his Chief Commanders, to give him ſuch advice as ſhould diſ-affect his 
© Subjets in Uropie, and diſpoſe 'em to Rebeljon. But for all that, find- 
© ing things go on but ſlowly, I have, to tell you true, (which is not 
© to go further than this Aſſembly) crav'd aid of our Common Lord and 
4 © Maſter Lucifero who has ſent his Furies and wicked Spirits into Vro- 
by © pia toinvite them to Rebellion, and ſoinfatuate them that we may do 
< what we liſt with them z and inſtead of their ſpoiling our Markets, 
© we may make our Markets of them. And now the Deed is brought 
© to perfeftion, ſo that there needs no more but my Preſence to 
© accompliſh that glorious and profitable Work. Now becauſe I 
© cannot go thither with an Army (as is requiſite) without your 
Mony, Ships and Souldiers, my requeſt is, that you wonld fur- 
niſh me with ſuch a Competency of all theſe as may ſuffice to gain 
that incomparable advantage to our common Cauſe, aſſuring, that as 
things are, and will be ordered, we ſhall find no oppoſition. And be- 
ſides, I do promiſe to pay ſaper abundantly , when I am ſetled , what- 
ever you ſhail disburſe. In doing this, you ſhall highly oblige great 
© Lucifero, who commanded me to treat with you about it; as alſo our 
© Powerful Goddeſs Mammoneta, who has in Perſon appear'd to me, and 
© promiſed me your Aſſiſtance. 

When the Heads of the Hydra had received certain Intelligence of 
theſe good tidings, they were right-glad in their Hearts ; yet it being a 
Crafty and wary Monfter , It only ſaid the matter ſhould be conlidered 
the next day, and an Anſwer return'd. When they were aſſembled, and 
began to diſcuſs the Point, they all lik'd the Project exceedingly : only 
ſome donhred leſt Vaſonzus,when he had got ſo much Power,might come to 
ſwallow them up 00, and there wanted not ſome who ſaid , That he would 
not ftick, at devouring themgf he ſaw it his Intereſt ;who made no reckgning of 
ruining bis Father, who had been ſo good to him, and had ever eſpous d and 
upheld bis Intereſt, Others hoped he was not ſoill natur d, and ſelf-ſeck- 
ing(for he had craftily conceal'd his having married the all coveting,and 
inſatiable Fiend Ambitio/a)and that what he did was to carry on the Com- 
mon Cauſe againſt the Giant Gatiieno; or if he were deſirous of Honour 
and Dignity, he was not ſo immoderate, as not to be ſatisfied with three 
Kingdoms. Others hoped by that means to get rid of him, of whoſe 
07 proud and ambitions H'monr they were al-cady weary, At length they all 
= agreed to aſlilt him with what he defir'd ; but yet on ſuch Conditions that 
W== they ſhould find a good account in doing fo, e're they yielded to ſet him 
BS == mp ſo high - And as for the danger of his encroaching on their Anthort- 

afterwards, it was concluded, That if it were perceived heaim'd that 
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way, they could quickly check his towring Thought by chopping up a 
Peace with the mighty Giant Galiero, and leave the Aſſociates in the 
Lurch ; as by the Adviceof A4ammoneta, they had done formerly. - 

Sending therefore for Na/o:4s , They told him , that he could not 
fail by their affittance of getting vaſt Riches in Vropia; and therefore, 
it was but Reaſon they ſhould ſhare with him in his opulent Aquiſitions 3 
and that otherwiſe:their Goddeſs A4armmonera, whoſe Dictates their Re- 
1Hgton oblig'd them to obey in all things , had advis'd them not to inter- 
.meddle in the Matter. Heanſwer'd, that the Hydropick Land was his 
Native Country where he was born and bred ; and where he ſuck'd in 
with his Milk and the Air , all the w/e Religion, and Gen:eel Education 
he had: And that therefore he could not but retain his chief Aﬀection 
for the Zhdra; and that he was willing to ſacrifice the Men, Mony, and 
Intereſt of V:0pia to that of his own dear Connrry-men. So after ſome 
debate, the Articles of Agreement were lign'd between them, which are 
theſe that follow. | 

Imp:imis, © It is agreed between the Great Knight Naſonins, and the 
© Heads of the Hydra, That the Aſſociates ſhould be acquainted with the 
© Proje@,and their Contributions and Aſfiſtance requir'd, that they may 
© allbring in their Quota towards the charges of the Expedition. But that 
© the Treaty withLucfero,and the intent of Dethroning Exgenius be only 
© communicated to ſome choice Friends amongſt them: And that it be on- 
© 1lypretended eo the reſt , that they aim at no more but to bring him 
© to join with them againſt the Giant Galiexo , leſt their fooliſh Piety 
© ſhould warp them from true Policy, and make them againſt it. 
rem, © That in what their Contributions fhall fall ſhore, it ſhould be 
< ſupplied by the Hydra; and that tho' what they added were but Twex- 
© ty yundred Pounds, yet they ſhould be paid Six hundred thouſand Pounds 
for it out of the Mony of the fooliſh Vropians. 

Item, * That Naſonius when he was ſetled, ſhonld furniſh Mony out of 
© the Eſtates of the ſaid Vropiars, to ſet np and nphold the green-head- 
© ed Kt Sabaudiero to make war upon K. Gallieno, and to pay large 
© Sums to affiſt the poorer Aſſociates; and to make the ſottiſh Uropiars 
© maintain the Wars of the Hydra. 


[tem, * He ſhould prevail with the Uropians to declare War againſt 


© the Giant Galieno, and fit out a great Fleet, and raiſe Armies of his 
© own Men , at his own proper Coſts and Charges to oppoſe him ; 
© and yet notwithſtanding, that he ſhould pay the Uropian Souldiers and 
© Seamen but ſlende:ly , tho' with their own Mony ; but the Hyaropick 
£ Souldiers fully and nobly. | 

Item, 
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Item, That in regard Utopia is the only Competitor in Trade with 
theNoble Hydra,he ſhould do his utmoſt to adyance the Hydropick Intereſt, 
and depreſs the Utopian, by denying them Convoys, though of their 
own Ships, as alſo to take ftrift Care that no Vropian ſhould trade pri- 
vately with Zy/landia : But yet that he ſhould connive at the Hyarpicks 
doing the ſame, which would impoveriſh Uropia, and enrich the Ayara : 
Than which nothing can be more grateful to their powerful Patronefs, 
the Goddeſs Mammoneta. 

Item, That to the ſame end the beſt Money ſhould be tranſported out 
of Utopia, and none but the 75f-raff left behind, and that the tranſport- 
ed Money ſhould paſs through the hands of the Hydra to make their ad- 
vantage of it by receiving it ckeap, and vending it dear: Clipping it firit 
if capable, waſhing it if weighty, or melting it down if they ſaw oc- 
Caſton. 

Item, That Naſonins Thould promiſe to enſlave and impoveriſh the 
Utopians as much as it is poſlible in policy , and permit the Hyarepicks 
and other Forreigners to abuſe their Souldiers that fhould be ſent over to 
defend them ; 1t being but reaſon, chart rthey who would needs be Slaves, 

ould be treated as they are. 

Laſtly,That ſome of the greateſt Perſonages of the Hydropick Common- 
wealth ſhould go over with Na/onins, whom he is to advance to high 
Dignity, making ſome of them his Prime Miniſters of State, and his moſt 
ſecret Council ;, and commnnicate to them all his AQtions, and conſult 
with them about all his Aﬀairs : That ſo they may certainly ſee he keeps 
his Promiſe with the Zara, as to all the Particulars aboveſaid, and give 
ſure Intelligence to the Hydra of all his Proceedings. | 

Theſe Articles agreed and ſworn to; and the Aſſociates having ſent in 
their Qzora, the Hydra ſupplied Naſonins with Shipping, Souldiers, and 
what Money was wanting. Which done, he fnll of aſpiring Thoughts, 
Embark'd for Uropia: But Neprane, who knew the lewd intention of 
this Voyage, and had formerly by a Charter, confirm'd by a long Poſle(- 
ſion, Conltituted King Engenius his Anceſtors Soveraigns of their Seas, 
did ſignific the great diſpleaſure he conceived at this unnatural attempt, 
and therefore, he gave leave to Eolus (no leſs angry at the Hydropicks 
for buying Winds of the Lapland Witches to the prejudice of his Pre- 
rogative) to ruffle his Waters to an horrible Storm, ſo that divers of Va- 
ſonius's Ship:, Men, and Horfzs were loſt and drown d. I:fomuch that 
he began now to ſtagger in his Faith, and to doubt of Zrcifero's Pro- 
miſe, fearing it was but a trappan, had not the Inferral Lady Ambiri- 
oſe, who now paſlelt his whole Soul, and was {till pret nt varh _— In- 

E vilibly,

viibly encourag d him to purſue his undertaking, and not to be daunt- : 
ed with the firſt miſhap. Yet, had not his Heart been hardned, he might 7 
have ſeen that this was but an ill abodement, and a fair warning that 7 


this inauſpicious beginning ſhew'd that this aftion of his was diſpleaſin 
to Heaven : Yet, it is believ'd that thoſe two Gods above-mention'd ha 


drown'd his whole Fleet, had not Mercury, Jove's Meſſenger, been ſent to | 
them, to order them to permit him to go forward ; telling them, that | 
the Sins of Uropia were now full r4pe, and cry'd for Vegeance ; and that #® 
he was ſent thither by a decree of Heayeu to be a perpetual Scourge to | 


them, 'till taught by dear Experience they come to ſee their Old and 
New Sins of Rebellion, and grew ſo wiſe as to repent, and make Satis- 
faction to their /»jured Prince, and reftore him to his Throne; which 
Meſſage heard, rhe Storm ceas'd, and Naſonjzs landed at his wiſh'd for 
Port. 

Aſſoon as the News of his arrival was fpread , all Vropia began to ſhew 
openly the Spirits, and confeſs the Furies that poſleſs'd 'em ; ſome ſpread 
Lies, ſome deſerted; ſome Chief Officers caball'd to put their Diſloyalty 
in Execution. TheRabble play'd a thouſand Tricks ; and in a word, all 
(bnt ſome Loyal Perſons who had no Power to withſtand the Innundati- 
on of Rebellion) with Shouts and Acclamations welcom'd the Invader. 
Yet Na/onixs having profeſt he only came to redreis Abuſes (as all Re- 
formers do, though they afterwards turn every thing topſy-turvy ) durſt 
not yet pulloff his Mask, leſt he would diſcover his Ambition too ear- 
ly : Nor yet durſt he treat with Ezgerizs, for then (things being adjuſt- 
ed between him and his Subjefts) he had been reduc'd, but yet King 
{ti!l, which ſuited not with the end he aim'd at. Wherefore Naſonius 
refuſed all Treaties with his Father, anſwer'd not his Adefages; nor ac- 
ccpted his kind Invitation, but(contrary to all Honour, and the Law of 
Nations) impriſon'd his Ambaſſador ; hunted him out of his own Pa- 
lace, even at dnight, and put him under a Guard of Hyaropick, Soul- 
diers : Hoping, that by ſeeing his Life in danger (no further outrage 
being leſt but the taking away that) he would for his ſafety run out of 
the Kingdom: Which ſucceeding as hz wiſh'd and projefted, Naſonius 
rot himſelf by thoſe of his Faftion, without much ado, proclaim'd 
King in his ſtead (though againſt the Fundamental Conſtitution of the 
Governmeat,(even though Exgenizs had been dead without any Children) 
to the great Joy of Lucifero, and all his true Servants the Hyaropicks, and 
the no leſs rejoycing of the mad-headed People of Uropia- 

Now theReader is to underſtand,tinat there was at that time a kind of Hy- 
d-a. in Vropia,who upon King Engenins's, Retreat did ſet vp for themſelves, 
and 
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! and gave themſelves Authority there; and this done, they, thofgh no bet- 
7 ter Authoriz'd, gave the Supream Authority to Waſonius, and he again 
z kindly imparted to them ſome of the Authority they had given him, and fo 
# made their No-Authority Legal, and ſtronger than it was before : Which

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HE good King Engenins being thus unworthily driven ont of his

CHAP. IX. 


How the Panym Knight Refugio was ſent into Lyrania againſt 
King Eugenius. And how Naſonius himfelf went thither af* 


terwards, and what [neceeded. 


OW the Country of Lyraxi« did, for the moſt part remain fted- 

faſt to their Allegiance to King Evzgerius, and the Noble Gir- 
ant Tarcon had raiſed him fifty thouſand Souldiers ,\ but? undiſci- -- 
plin'd, andill arm'd : Wherefore by the Friendly aſſiſtance of the Gi- 
ant Gallicne, King Exgenius thought fit to ſend over thither, and try his . 
Fortune there, though that Country was far too weak to reſiſt the For- 
ces of Utopia, not having GConveniences and Neceſſaries to maintain: a 
War comparable to what was found in Utopia. He kept his Royal 
Court at Lyrapolis, and was now about to aſlault Walkerbargs, whither 
the greateſt part of the Rebels, who were almoſt all Panyms, had be- 
taken themſelves. Now, this place he could eafily have taken, but the 
Beſieged being obftinate, he was loath to aſſault it, well knowing thar 
the Lyranians, who uſed to ſpare none in their juſt Anger, were fo en- 
raged againſt them, that they would certainly have put them all to the 
Sword ; which he (whoſe Piecty towards his rhiſled People often much 
hindred chis Policy) had too much Compaſſion to permit ; hoping that 
overtures of Mercy, and their own Famine, and other hardſhips would 
in time reclaim them, and bring 'em to their Duty ; and they were 
many of them ſtarv'd, and the reſt about to yield, when they were re- 
liev'd by Sea with all Neceſfaries, which Eugenizs being deſtitute 
of Ships, could by no means hinder. 

After this, the Parym Knight Ref#gio, than whom few were more 
in favour with Naſonius, was ſent over to Lyranias with an Army of 
Sevcnand twenty T houſand Souldiers to make Head againſt King Emnge- 
#ius; to whom the Utopian Hydra (for Money was yet plentiful there) 
gave a noble, but very fooliſh Gratvity of an Hundred Thouſand 
Pounds : Thus encourag'd, he went forward on his Expedition ; And 
when he Landed, he encamp'd at Zzrofia, where he ſtaid ſolong in Dirt 
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and Aire, not daring to Fight with King Eugerius, that far the better 
half of his Souldiers breath'd out their Souls backwards : But they all 
embrac'd their Death as the greateſt Honour that could befall them, be- 
cauſe it was Regis ad Exemplum. Our Seamen at the fame time had as 
great Calamity befell them as the other, tho not ſo /{ovenly : For, a 
itrange G1addineſs ſeiz'd their Heads on a ſudden, which made them de- 
lirious, and fall down as if they had been Epileptick ; and three days 
after they dy'd of this Malady, and a third part of them periſh'd. 
This Diſeaſe being ſo ſudden, fo Mortal, and ſo ftrangely unu/ual, and 
indeed ſcarce ever heard of before, Lucifero fear'd it would be look'd 
on as a Judgment from Heaven, and therefore took Care that Fiiriv/a 
ſhould give it out, ard Faruiro/a make it believ'd, that their Meat was 
poyſon'd by Treachery : But though all the Induſtry imaginable was 
us'd to diſcover the Poyſoner,and find out the Poyſon, yet not one grain 
of it could be found, and though ſuch a vaſt quantity as could taint fo 
much Meat was inconceivable, for all the three Nations could not fur- 
niſh half ſo much, much leſs could any Art apply it fo undiſcernably, 
yet ſtill,;(ſo-had Lucifero, and his Furies handled the matter) that it paſs'd 
for current Senſe in Urop1a. | 

After this Diſaſter had happened to the. Knight Refugio, Naſonius 
himſelf paſs'd over into Lyrania, with a right puiſſant Army, and 
march'd 'towards Exgenius. But whilſt he lay near a River called Unda- 
74, which he was to paſs the next day, going to Bed, not without ſome 
Sollicitous ard frightful Fancies in his Head ; he dream'd a Dream which 
(though no Aathors write of, yet may be probably conjettured to have 
wrought a Coronation Effet with him. He dream'd that while (contra- 
ry to the charge Ambitioſa had given him) he unadviſedly came too near 
the Enemy, a Bullet of Six Pourdweight grated upon his Shoulder. Up- 
on which awakening ina Fright, and great Anxiety, cryed out, Treaſon, 
Jreaſon. Sodomicus, who lay in the next Room to him, ruſh'd in ſudden-. 
ly, and asked what the matter was. Oh! faid he, I have had ſuch a 
fearful Dream, that I'm afraid it-portends ſome 111 luck to Morrow: 
For methought, a Szx pound weight Bullet hit me on my Shoulder, took 
away part of my Cloaths and Shirt, raz d the Skiz, aud that had it gone 
but a little deeper, it had put an end to all my Glory, with my Life. 
Take Courage, ſaid Sodomicus, for I dream'd that Ambirio/a had appear- 
ed to you in yonr Sleep, to ailure yon, that ſhe had taken Care todiſ- 
poſe ſome of Eugenins's Army to Treachery, and ſome to Cowaraz/e, 
and promiſed you that to Morrow you ſhould win the Day. Neither 
think I tiat your Dream 1s to no purpoſe ; doudtleſs it was infpired 
| to 
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to hint to us what Politick uſe we may make of it. I will take orde” 
to make it paſs for a veallity, and cauſe the Relation of it to be wri* 
and ſent into Vropia,and to make it believ'd there, in good. carneſc : Then 
what ſport ſhall we- have to hear how the whining Puppies, will bemoan 
their good King, who undergoes ſuch Hazards, and ſufiers. io much for 
his bcloved Pcople. This will have a twofold good effe&; or.c is, that 
you will be lnok'd upon as a Perſon,over whom Providence, (as it ſhews 
by this miraculons eſcape) has a peculiar Care, which will gain you u- 
niverſal Credit with the bigotted Generallity, The other is, that kind 
Pity will ſo ſoften the Hearts of thoſe filly Whelps (whoſe Heads are 
ſoft enough already.) that they ſhall give you what Money you ſhall 
ask, and contentedly beggar themſelves to enrich us. And as for carrying 
it well with the People here, 'tis but conjuring your Chyrurgeon to 
ſay as we ſay, for ſome Gratuity: And tearing, and beblooding your Shirt 
in that part to delude the Landreſs, and all will paſs current; or put 
caſe that any do diſtruſt it, yet whodares contradi@ it, or rob you of 
the Honour you aſlume of ſuffering for the Publick Good. 

Naſonius ſmil'd at the Project, and approv'd of it exceedingly - So, 
into Utopia the News was ſent, and had all the effeft they expected. For, 
the ſottiſh Uropiars with one Voice, magnify God's Merciful Providence 
in averting ſo miraculouſly the Chymerical danger. And now, who was 
ſo 1ll-natur'd as not to be willing to give even half they had to aſlif 
this good Ring, who had ſo profuſely expos'd his Sacred Perſon, and 
had incurred ſuch imminent danger of loſing his Life for their Sakes ? 
Whereas, had they not been Infatuated beyond meaſure, they could 
not but ſee plainly, that all that little that he did, or ſuffer'd (had his 
hurt been real) was the leaſt he could do to uphold his Grandeur and 
Ambition. 

Naſonus was mightily pleas'd with the Proje&t of Sodomicus, but 
much more encouraged by the Promiſes, which both Lucifero, and Ambi- 
tio/a had given him of their particular aſſiſtance in the preſent A&tion 
but yet, (as if he would have a trick beyond the Devil) to make /ure 
work, he ſent ſeveral, who, under the notion of Deſerters, and flying 
to the aſliſtance of their O/d Mafter, Exgenius, diſcover'd to him how 
all matters ſtood in his Father's Camp, and withal, knowing that there 
was a dearth of Money in Lyraria, he ſent great Sums by the ſame pre- 
tenced eſerters, with which they ſhould not fail to corrupt, what 
Counſellors and Officers they corld, ſtill making promiſe of greater 
Sums : Thus having all the aſſurance that conld he, he commanded 
the old Panym Knight Refwgio to paſ the River Undaraat ſuch a place, 

F where 
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where he knew the beat of of the Battle wonld fall upon him ; Refagro, 
az preſaging his end, was utterly againſt this Undertaking, but 0- 

:y'd; and no ſooner could heand his Forces paſs the River, but they 
were ſo briskly received by certain £i/landers, and Loyal Vropians, that 
It gave no fmall hopes of Viory to the Party of Exgenjus; and it was 
remarkable, that about thirty brave Uropjaus, who had followed their 
Lawfal, injur'd Prince through all Fortune, made{a Vow among them- 
ſelves, to putan erd to this unnatural War, if poſſible, by cntting of 
th2 Falſe Naſenius ; and accordingly they furiouſly broke through all 
the Troops to find him, bur inſtead of him, diſcovered Refugio, well 
and ſtontly guarded, but they forced their way, and one ſhot the old 
Panym in the Head, who fell from his Hdrſe into a filthy Ditch, where 
lying unregarded, he breathed his laſt; a fit end for him, who ſpent 
his very lait days in the moſt dirty Aﬀions, and in playing the moſt 
ſnameleſs, treacherous, and faithleſs Pranks. But while theſe things 
were in atting, Naſonins ſentovera ſtrong Body of Rebellious Uropt- 
ans, who came upon the corrupted Officers, and the: main ſtrength of 
the Lyranians; but the Lyranians having for many Ages been ſubject to the 
TUropinns, and beaten, as It were, into a habit of running away from 
them, could not ſo quickly conquer thoſe deep-rooted Fears, but pre- 
fenrly betook them to their Heels, and fled as ſo many Hares before 
Hounds, Ergernivs grieved, and enraged at ſuch Cowardiſe, did all 
he conld to turn and ra!ly them, and to that end, often put his own 
Life in imminent danger, but nothing would prevail with them, but 
they ſtil] ran, and had left him to the Mercy of the Enemy, had not 
ſome gallant L=i/landers, and Loyal Vropians come to ht Succour, who 
zeing all loſt by ſuch matchleſs Treachery and Cowardiſe, not withont 
much ado was per{waded, ard prevailed with Eugenjas to go off, and re- 
ſerye himſelf for a further Tryal, and better Fortnne. And now Naſo- 
zius, who had carefully obſerved all from a Hill on the other ſide the 
River, ſeeing the danger over, and the Day his own, took the Cou- 
rage to paſs the Water after his Army, to reap the Fruit and Glory of 
the Victory: 

Having then thus obtained the Vittory, NVajonms march'd to Lyrafo- 
li, where he was highly welcom'd: by all the Pam Party, and King 
Engenizs rewind to King Gallieno toTutelia, Now might Naſorizer, had 
he not fauntered at Lypapoii;, bat purſued the Enemies with his Horſe- 
men while they were in that diſtra#ion, have cut them off in Parcels, 
and hindred their rejoyning : But Fatwiro/a envying that ſhe could have 
no iniluence over Na/eizs, to govern whom cyen uninſpired by vo 
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fhe made account ſhe had the beſt Title, gave him a Draught of her 
Poppy with a daſh of Lethe in it, knowing it would ealtly work with 
his Temper fo fitly diſpoſed for it ; which ſo doz'd and infatuated his 
Reaſon, not usd to be over-burthened with any Polirick. Conſiderations, 
that neglecting his manifeſt and beſt advantage, he thought of nothing, 
but of the high and mighty Encominums which the Panyms at Lyrapolts 
gave him: Which gave the Noble Giant Duke Tarcon a fair 9pportuni- 
ty to rally his Army again to breed him further trouble. However, af- 
ter he was weary with hugging himſelf for the Vitory which Chance, 
Folly and Treachery had given him, he march'd forward with his Army 
towards the ſtrong City Shamnonopolis, whither great part of Eugenins's 
Army had retired, and laid Siege to it. 

There govern'd at that time init a noble Zujſlandian Under-Giant, 
called Pandaro, who boldly fet open the Gates, and ſuffer'd fix Thou- 
ſand of the unpolitick Na/0ni4n5 no enter, but aſſoon as they were got 
in, he had prepared ſuch volleys of Cannon and Muſquets to welcome 
them, that they cut of great Multitudes of them ; and the reſolute, 
and valiant Zyranians ſet upon the reſt (diſmay'd by ſuch an expected and. 
rude Greeting), with that Fury that few of them eſcaped. Nor could 
they be relieved or ſeconded ; for Naſonins, by a fineneſs of Policy 
peculiar to bimſelf, (For the Doſe given him by Fatuitoſa had not yet 
done working) had left his main Body on the other fide of the River ; 
ſo that it could afford them no help, but they were expoſed to be maſſa- 
cred in the manner aforeſaid. After which defeat, the Garriſon ruſh'd 
out to their Aſtoniſhment, and fell upon Naſonius's Army, and killed 
many more of them, and put the reft to a Giſorderly Flight, which 
the Poet elegantly deſcribes thns in an apt ſimile. 


When all the Elements at once conſpire, 

And round thoſe Walls there's nothing ſeen but Fire : 
When croſſing Bullows causd the Shannon ſwell, 

Ard from: above the wat'iy Buckets fell : 

When Air condens d unwhelſom V apours ſent, 

And Earth dſſolv'd to pntrid Water went.- --- 


What then ? 


As Beds of Eels by Clap of Thunder broke, 
Frighted they run, each fears the dread'ul joke : 
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So Conger-like the Hero firſt broke way, 

And through the Mudd his ſcamp'ring Legions ſtray. 
Sure none 4 ſuch at B-=-<-t dare 

Call this Succeſs, Heaven's peculiar Care. 


But Naſonins, whoſe chiefeſt Policy was ſhewn upon ſuch occaſions, 
made as much haſte away as if his Life had been concern'd, and 
blamed the ſlowneſs of his Horſe, though he had been a Pegaſus ; never 
looking behind him till he came to the Sea-fide, and there finding a 
litrle Veſſel, he got over to the happy and ſafe Shoar of Vropia, Thoſe 
who write thus of him, do ſeem to doubt whether a Coronation Accident 
might have befallen him upon this occafion : Becauſe, (ſay they ) his 
precipitate haſte gave him no reſpite for a decent and leiſurely Eva- 
cuation. But to ſpeak impartially, this is too great an Injury to the 
known Courage of Naſonius, For, to ſay the truth, he had no occa- 
ſion to fear any thing, but the difhonour of ſtaying, when he ſaw 
no good could be done : And therefore he poſted back, that he might 
prevent the news of the Defeat, and make it thought that (his occa- 
fions inviting him home) the 111 Succeſs light, aſſoon as he had left them, 
and only by reaſon of his forced Abſence, which none can blame for 
bad Policy in ſuch a Warr tour. 

And this was the upſhot of thoſe two famous Expeditions per- 
formed by the Panym Knight Refizgio, and Naſonius ;, in which this lat- 
ter did forfeit more of his Honour, by this defeat and ſudden retreat 
(when his Preſznce was moſt needful to retrieve the diſgrace that had 
happened, by his Condut, and Valour, had they avail'd any thing) nay, 
and loſt him more Men too in that Siege, than had the Exgemians in the 
famous EFattle at Vnaana. 

But things went yet worſe with Vaſonizs and his Party, in Inferiana 
ſor the valiant and Politick Giant Grandorſio, charmed and aſliſted by the 
Fnchanted B-It, which the Amaznmian Lady Vidoria had given him, 
ſt upon the Hhdropick, General Yaldeitins, in the Field of Florus ; kiltd 
Twelve Thouſand of his Men, and made him run away thirty Afiles to 
ſave the ref, Which made the Giant Grandoſco ſtill more famous, and 
redonbted, and cauſed the routed Panym Yaldettins to caſt ont moſt bir- 
ter Com7lzints and Lamentations in his Letters to Naſonins, and the 
Hydra, curing grievoutly the frowardneſs of Dame Fortuna, who by her 
wt kindneſ; and Partiality had brovght him to ſuch Diſgrace, and D1/- 
kor0!'r.

T HEn the next Spring approach'd Na/onins having (as was 
V his Cnſtom) ſleec'd the ſheepiſh Vropians of vaſt Sums of Mo- 
ney, went over into 1nferianato fight the Eattles of the Aſociates, be- 
ing appointed their Gereraliſſimo. At his arrival they had a very ſo- 
lemn Conſultation, . how they might utterly ſabdue the great Giant 
Gallieno, and aſſault him both by Sea and Land : So that now their fool- 
hardy Party ceaſed not to make boalts that they would carry on their 
Conquelſts as far as Tutehia, and that in deſpight of Galiieno's Enchant- 
ments, and Power, Naſonins would ſetch away the Lady Yi#toria by plain 
force of Arms : Which great huff, inſtead of cauſing the leaſt Fear in 
Luyſlandia, gave great matter» of Divertiſement and Laughter to the 
Ttelian Court. 

But before Naſonins took his leave of Utopia, he call'd his Admiral, 
the Parym Knight, Tornano unto him, and thus beſpoke him. Thou 
knoweſt, dear Tornano, how I have always treated thee with the high- 
eſt Reſpets ; nor has any Man more oblig'd me than thou haſt by thy 
faithful Service - But now the time is come, that thou muſt go beyond 
thy former ſelf in Fidelity, both in executing my Commands, as alſo 
in keeping the Orders I ſhall give thee, ſeverely ſecret, which ſhall be 
both for thy ſafety at the preſent, and (when time ſerves ) for thy 
higher Advancement : None knows better than thy ſelf, that the ac- 
curſed Giant Gallieno would quickly land my Father Exgenirns, and dif- 
poſſeſs me of my Throne, did not my Power at Sea bridle and reltain 
him : So that ſhould I loſe my Fleet in a Sex-Fight, I ſhould be in great 
danger of loſing all, My R<quelt theretore 1s, that when the Fight be- 
gins, thou wouldſt hover a loot with thy Spuadron, which will kecp 
the reſt from being too raſh; by which means, the Prunt of the Enc- 
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mies Fury will light moſt upon the Ships belonging unto the Hydra: 
For (beſides the Politick Conſideration now mentioned) I am (to tell 
you true, ) much incenſed againſt that Commonwealth, and not without 
juſt reaſon, for attempting to take away fron: me the Office of Hydra- 
holder ;, or, atleaſt, to abridge the Authority of it, and makeit inſig- 
nificant : Whichis an affront ſo little ſuiting my Honour, and ſo un- 
becoming ſo great a Monarch, that I can in no wiſe brook it; as I 
have wrote to my deareſt Friend Sodomicss, and .ordered him in ſoft 
terms to tell them ſo much. Wherefore, I would at once revenge my 
ſelf, and by preſerving my Fleet, and weakning their Power at Sea, 
make them rather Court me for my aſſiſtance, than that I ſhonld ſue 
or truckle tothem. Tornano was heartily glad to hear the Propoſal , 
for he had no Maw to encounter the Luy/landjans at Sea, having been 
ſo rudely beaten by them the Year before, on the Coaſt of Lyraria. 
'Beſides, 'tis ſaid he had a Fair Lady with him on Board, in whom he 
took eſpecial Delight, and hefear'd the roaring of the Cannons might 
make her Head- Ake : Wherefore he readily conſented to the motion ; 
only he as'd how they might be ſecured againſt being Impeach'd for 
Treaſon by the Hydra, and Utopian Sea-Officers, if he ſhould refuſe to 
Fight in ſucha Junfture. To which, Naſonins anſwered, Feign what 
plauſible excuſe thou ſeeſt fit, and I will give privare Orders to thoſe that 
ſhall Examine the Matter, that they ſhall acquit thee from Blame. Which, 
when MNa/onius had promiſed by the moſt Sacred Oaths, and ( which 
'was more binding, and more ſacred with him than all the reſt) by the 
Word of a King; the thing was agreed ”= 
This done, Naſonins addreſſed himſelf for his Expedition, and met 
the Afociates in Taferiara, where they had very long Conſultations how 
they ſhould bring the Giant Galieno on his Knees, and the 1deacach of 
them had with much hammering fram'd of this Projet had ſuch a gay 
appearance to their wiſe Fancies, conſidering it Speculatively, that 
they made account it was as good as done already. But while they 
were talking ſo long about what they ſhould do(their many Heads being 
of ſo many Minds and opinions, and never a good one) the Power- 
ful and Politick Giant Gallieno (who had but one Head worth them all) 
did his Buſineſs, without talking; and with a right puiſſant Army Be- 
lieg'd Perrana, the ſtrongeſt City and Fort in all Inferiana. The ſudden 
and nnexpetted News of this Siege broke off their Conſultations, ere 
they were ful] ripe; and made tnem all diſtraftedly do, rhey knew 
nat what, nor how : And ſuch Power had the ſound Doſe, given 'em by 
Fatrito/a, over their ſtupified Senſes, that they had neither once _— 
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of poſleiling themſelves of the Paſſages to Perrana, nor of preventing 
the Giant Grandorfio from intrenching himſelf, ſo as to cover the Siege. 

So that all Naſonins could do, was to March that way with his Army, 
and ſtay a great way off: As if it had been Honour enough for him t> 
come ſo near Gallieno's Army, as but to hear the frighrful noiſe of Bombs, 
and Canons, which fir'd and batter'd Perrana ; which was not done 
neither without mature Adviſement, and a deep reach of Policy ; which 
made 'em conclude, that it was more adviſeable to avoid the Helliſh 
Fire and Soak, that the Giant Galliens (wo fought ſtill in a Spell, or, 
Circle of Flames) us'd to ſpit, and ſputter round about him. So Pe-. 
trana, which they fooliſhly boaſted, and thought /mpregnable, was ta-- 
ken by the Luiſlandians : However, Gallieno was ſure to pay for that his 
bold Raſhneſs, in preſuming to take the Town without MNaſonins's 
leave; 2nd was never fec'rely Victorious, if words would do it : For 
Naſonius gave out that he was reiolutely decermined to revenge himſelf 
by Battle. But the Giant Grardoſro had by his Necromancy ſo order'd 

things, that Naſoxins could not for his Heart tell how to-come at him, 

or how with any Safety to aitack him. And thns continued both Ar- 

mies , till the N4/9ja”s forced thereto by Grandorſto's Straragems mult. 
needs decamp and be gone :: Which, Naſoniaus with all the Inconvenien- 

ces likely ro enſue, thought it his beſt Policy to retire to Holoo, pre- 
tending he had no more todd tince Grandorſio would nor Fight, though 

indeed it was to fave his own Credir, which was like to ſuffer ſome 

diſparagement, had he ſtaid ard been Preſent. The Naſonian Army 

therefore was left under the Command of the Panym Knight Yaldec- 

ris to bring it off as wel} as he covid. Bur they no ſooner began their 

Retreat, but the Giant Gra#®-97/70 teii on. their Rear, and gave '%em ſuch 

a Kick oth' Breech for a Farewe!, as killed of them near three Thouſand 

Men. 

Thus ended the Campaign, and this was the Iflue of all the vaſt de- 
ſigns, and glorious Braggs of entring Luyſlandia, taking Tutelia, and 
fetching thence the 1 ady /ido-a, which was ſuiciently redicul'd by the 
Luyſlandians, who were now aſham d to have to do with ſuch weak, im- 
provident, and cow-hearted Enemies. But the Mirth was heightned, 
even to loud Laughter, that the Na/ſenizn Srar-Gazers had undertaken 
to demonſtrate by the unerrine, Arts of -4/?rology, that this Campaign 
was to be the very laſt Period of all the Glory of Galieno, and the fa- 
tal time that Luy/andia was to be /ſubdred*and defiroyed, But fince no 
more was to be done, who could helpit? So, the Aſcciares, after they 
had had another grave Conſultation what plauſible Excuſes it were beſt 
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to give out to palliate their unwiſe Condutt, and ill Succeſs, ſeparg- 
ted themſelves, and Naſorins return'd into Vropia, Where, 1:0 tooner 
arriy'd, but he found the Complaints made by the #yara,and the UVriopiar 
Sea-Officers againſt Tornano were very high, and heavy. They aliedg- 
ed that his backwardneſs had coſt the Engliſh many rude Blows, but 
had coſt the Hydra Eighteen or Nineteen Ships, for which they de- 
manded Vengeance and Juſtice againſt him. Torzaro put in his Plea, 
which was bandied to and fro, tili the ſevere heat by degrees ſome- 
what cooling, his Tryal came on, and as Na/onins had promiſed (tho' 
with much regret of the Hydra) he was acquitted. To comfort Na- 
ſonius, and to keep up his Heart for his ill ſucceſs in /zferiava, Dame 
Fortuna granted him the happy redu@ion of Lyrania by the Parym 
Knight Gizglero. Not for his own ſake, whom ſhe. mortally ha- 
ted, but for Ginglcro's, as being of all the 2anym Officers the moſt 
Courteous, Civil, and of beſt Condudt. This Knight led his Armies 
through the Land of Lyrania, and took Givers of their Towns and 
Forts - At length they came into a pitch'd Battle. The Lyranian Army 
was at that time Commanded by the Politick and Valiant Znyſlar- 
diaz Giant hight Rztheno, who with the Noble Gigantick Knight, Luca- 
jo, ſo encouraged the Lyranian Soldiers that they thrice beat back the 
Panym Army, and now were the Horſe coming up to ſecure an intire 
Vitory under the Leading of the Giant Ruthero, when , a Cannon 
Bullet did unfortunately light on that noble Giant, and bereaved him 
of his Liſe ; which ſo daunted his Army ( his Valour giving Heart and 
Courage to them all ) that the Panyms got the Victory, killed many 
.of the Army, and the reſt retired into the ſtrong City of Shamono- 
polis ; but the Places being Fifty Miles from the Sea, ſo that no Relief 
or Proviſion could come to them by Sea or Land,they, with the allow- 
ance of King Exgexius, Capitulated, but upon ſuch good terms, that 
he by yielding to it as bedid (according to his uſual Piety (both pre- 
ſerv'd all his Subjects in Lyrania from utter Deſtruttion , and withal, 
ir was ſtipulated that they ſhould have all their Liberties, Immunities, 
and Pririledges reſtored to them. And moreover, that as many Soldi- 
ers 2s would, ſhould be tranſported into L»ſlaraia, of which there went 
twenty Thouſand. All which was advisd by the Wiſdom of the Poli- 
tick Giant Galieno, who conſider'd that the Loyal Zyranans that Ca- 
pitulated, would fill retain the ſame Principles, and be ready to 
ſerve King Ergenius upon any fit Occaſion; and withal, that this new 
Army of valiant Sculdiers, when well cloath d and paid, (all which in 
great pa't they wanted in 1.yr47ia) would do Exgcmus and himſelt 
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more Service in” Luy/andia, than they conld ever have done had they 
Temained in Zyrara : which they performed accordingly, as ſhall be 
ſeen hereafter. | | 

About this time, or rather before it, the Green-headed Knigh Sabau- 
Adiero was prevailed upon by the Afociates to riſe up in Arms with them 
againſt-the Noble Giant Galliewo, Naſonius promiſed him whole Indies 
of Money, and that he would maintain too -at his own' coſt, many 
[Troops to aſliſt him. The Afociares alſo unanimouſly promiſed him, 
that in the winding up of the War, when they came to divide the 
Spoil, they would add ſome part of L«y/lanaiato his Nominions ; having 
very politickly divided it amoug 'em, ere they had got a foot in't. This 
Project was carried fo ſecretly, that never was any myſtery of State 
ſo carefully conceal'd. However, the Necromantick Giant Gallieno had 
not only by his Familiar Spirit gotlight of it, but had moreover by a 
ſtrange Charm got an exaCt Copy of their Agreement, Upon knowledge 
of which he ſent the Valiant Giant Sabaxdecrato into his Country, ere 
he was ready, who. took all Montania, otherwiſe call'd Sabaudia, and 
was about to fall into Alpiana, when Sebaudiero confident of the impol- 
flity it ſhould take Air, ſent. Ambaſſadors to King Gallieno, falſely pro- 
teſting he was his moſt humble Servant, and meant nothing but Pcace 
and Amity towards him. 

Now did many ſober Men admire at this ſtrange aftion of Gallieno, 
as breeding himſelf cauſeleſs, aud needleſs Enemies, when he had fo 
many already : For none could imagine that Sabaudiero ſhould be ſo un- 
worthy and ungrateful.to his Uncle, the great King Gallicno, who e- 
ver favoured: him; and: had formerly aſſiſted hin-againſt his own Re- 
bellious SubjeCts, as: without any cauſe given him to joyn with his Ene- 
mies, who ſonght nothing but his deſtruftion ; which made Men think 
it very harſh in Kiug Gallezo to invade his Nephew's Dominions, and 
to refuſe to withdraw his Armies till Sabaudiero had put two of his 
chief Cities, as Cautionary Towns, into his Hands: Til: at length, 
King Gallieno, when he faw his time, ſhewed the Copy of Sabandicro's 
Agreement with.the &ſſociates; to let the World ſee how falie and 
hollow-hearted he was, to pretend Peace by his Ambaſſadors, and yct 
at the ſame time to have conſpir'd againſt his Uncle, his Friend, ard 
his Ally, to bring him, it he could, to utrer Ruin. But, it was the 
Luck of this ill-contriv'd Afociation to be ſupported by the violation of 
all the neareſt Tzes of Nature and Honour, and all Laws, both Divine 
and Humane. Yet did the Noble Galiieno fo moderate his Reſentment, 
as not to let Sabandocrato deſtroy all his Country, as he could eatity have 
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done.: pitttying the folly of his Youth, too eaſily led aſide by his Secra- 
tary, = = gc.  Aſcendant over him, and had received; as. 'tis 
ſaid, for ſich treacherous Services, an hundred Thouſand Pound from 
the Aſſociates, but chiefily from Ne/oxins, who was ſtill very profuſe 
in laying out the eafy got Money of Uropi« upon ' Projets. of his own, 
for which, they that gave it, never intended it. Wherefore-the Lyy.- 
flandian Army continued till in Mortaria,.. and Alpiana ; took, and 
Garriſon'd divers of the principal Cities and Forts - But of this; more 
hereafter.

Of the Annus mirabilis ;-Or rhe-Campaign of the Tear, when the 
Aſſociates with their utmoſt efforts intended to-invade the mighs 
ty Giant Gallieno o# «fl ſides, and to-deſtroy both Him, aid 
his, Root aud Branch, and alſo of the infallible Trognoſticks of 
his Rain. 


A LL Men, though never ſo dull, are taught Wiſdom by their 
; A frequent: Misfortunes; and by their often experiencing what oc- 

calioned them ; they learn how to prevent them for the future. Where. 
fore theſe ſubtil Politicians, the Afoctares, though they were but bat 
Refle&ers came at length, with much ado; to diſcover, after Galiend 
had with many openneg Victories beat it into their Heads, that ewo things 
eſpecially had given him great Advantages over them, (viz.) his being 
early in the Field, e're they were ready ; and his Carrying the War ſtill 
into his Enemies Conntries : Hereupon, after many Conſultations, they 
fully and und unanimouſly reſolved to bereave him of both theſe Advan- 
tages, and get them to themſelves. But, as nothing is more rediculous 
than an Ape, becanſe it is like a Afar, and yet is ,not a Man, ſo no- 
thing is ſo mirthiul and pleaſant as Mimical and Ape-Politicians, who 
would ſeem ſuch by imitating the true ones, and yet are no Politici- 
ans at all. However, they muſter'd up, and encreaſed their Forces, 
and bent their urmolt Endeayours, both to be before-hand with Gallj- 
eno in the earlineis of their Preparations, and alſo to enter Luyflandi 
on all ſides, as well by Sea as by Land ; and teach him to leithe inva- 
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ding of others alone hereafter, and to ſtudy his beſt Arts to defend his 
own Countay. 

It was agreed amongſt them, that an hundred Thouſand Men, led 
by Naſorins, ſhould invade his Territories bordeering upon 1nferians ; 
that the Regomarians ſhould fall into Alſatia; that Don Ibero Formalitoſa 
ſhould enter Zuy/lardia on the ſide of Calatonia; that Sabaxdie/o ſhould 
make Incurſions into Delphicoris, where his Frontiers were leaſt Forti- 
fied ; and laſtly, that Naſonins and the Hydra ſhould make a Deſcent up- 
on his Coaſts, take his Sea-Port Towns, burn his Ships in their Har- 
bour, and pillage and ſpoil all the Country before them. So that now 
Naſonius did not doubt but that Yi&oria, ſeeing her Gallant fo beſer on 
every ſide, would of her own accord come over to him, and renounce 
her Faith and Troth to King Galjieno for ever. To facilitate theſe 
great Undertakings, they had prevail'd with Dor Jbero, to create the 
valiant Duke of Bawwawie Governour of Inferiane, who had formerly 
won much Credit by fighting ſo ce againſt the Halſ-Moon of 
the great Emperor Magrg , who accepted his Proffer ; though ſome 
Men too ſevere, ſaid, that-in doing ſo, he ſold all his Wit and former 
Reputation to the /berians, in taking upon him ſo troubleſome and 
hazardous an Employ, inſomuch that he had left little or none to him- 
ſelf, as the Event ſhew'd : For he has made no Figure at all of a Soul- 
dier, nor done any thing worthy the leaſt note ever ſince he became 
Formalitoſo's Underling. However, this ſerved to keep up the drooping 
Hearts of the [nferianian:, ready to fink under the 11 Succeſs, and bad 
Condutt of Naſonins. 

As Aſtrologers conſort it with Thieves to know what they have ſtollen, 
that they may get Credit by telling how it was loſt, and how to re- 
trieve it: So it is a common thing with all Politicians to give half 


S light of any Succeſs they think themſelves aſſured of, to ſome Srar-ga- 


Zing Conjurer , or Apocaliptical Fortune-Teller of ſome Reputation with 
the Common-People, that when they read it foretold, and afrerwards 
fee it come to paſs, they may conceit it was laid by Divine Providence, 
and that that Perfon who is to bring it abuut, is highly in Heaven's 
Books ; in that God would deign to ſignifie it thus to the admiring 
World before-hand. Now, Naſonins, who was the very /dca of deep 
Policy, knew right-well of what Conſequence ſuch a Prediction 
would be, and therefore reſolved to ſend for his Altrologer Sy4raphell, 
who had heretofore done him great Service in the ſame kind when he 
firſt intended to invade his Father Fxgenins's Kingdoms. 


Syarophell, when the Meſſenger came near hand, was fitting in a dark 
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brown-Study what he ſhould ſay in his next Almanack, by way of Star- 
Prophecy,and yet not loſe his Credit by being quite miſtaken. He ſaw 
no ſywptoms of Fore to prognoſticate good luck to Naſonins, and 
was too hearty to the Cauſe to tel] bad : Wherefore he left off thar 
Queſt, and betook himſelf to invent. ſome neat and. profitable fleights 
of gulling the Credulous People, and to make 'em believe he knew al-- 
moſt any Event by conſulting the twelve Signs of the Zoiack, : A; 
by Aries, how many Cuckglds ſhould be made next Year, and who in 
particular. By Tawrus, who was the firſt Bull that leap'd their Heifer. 
By Geminj, who ſhould have two Children at a Birth, or meet with 
double-hearted People. By Cancer, who ſhould deceive them with falſe 
Pretences, and delude them by Crawling backnards, while they ſeemed 
to go forwards. By Leo, who ſhoald. be a valiant Souldier, and come 
to high Preferment for his feats in Arms. By Yirgo, who ſhould be Aar- 
ried that Year, and whether the Perſon courted for a Spouſe, be a Virgin, 
&c. He was got thus far in his Czleſtial Speculation, when the Mef- 
ſenger from Naſonjus knock'd at the Door, and ſummoned: him to at- 
tend' him ; where, when he was arrived, --- Syarophell., ſaid Naſonjus, 
Thou knoweſt, that formerly 1 cauſed an hint to be- given thee when 
I had aſſurance of it my ſelf, of driving my Father Ezgenizs out of his 
Kingdom ; and thou didfſt acquit thy ſelf well in: prognoſticating 
it very exactly, both to my great credit, and advantage, and thine own. 
Now I haveſuch another Job for thee :- Ask me no queltions, nor hint 
thou heardſt any thing from mie for thy Life. I dotell thee, and aſſure 
thee, that che Zuyſlandjan Tyrant Gallieno, will be quite pull'd down 
this Summer ; and therefore Prognoſticate it boldly. Let me alone, 
replied Syarophell, | will make it ſo credible, and fo plain toall thoſe 
filly Fools that underſtand nothing, by the Poſition of the Planets, and 
the vninrelligible Schemes 1 ſhall ere, that none of them all ſhall in 
the leaſt ſaſpeCt that I needed any Sublunary Advertiſement of it ; nor 
is it for my credit they ſhould. So, with a lowly bow he departed, 
bleſſing his kind Stars, which had ſhined fo propitiouſly upon him, as 
to offer him ſuch pregnant occaſions to make himſelf more famous 
than Bocker, Lily, or any of the reſt of thatCanting Tribe ; for now 
he made account that nor only his Almanacks, that related ſuch 
grateful News, but that when his Predictions ſucceeded, all his future 
Writings would be ſnatcht up faſter than they cculd be Printed. 
To work then he went, and foretold the doleful downfal of King 
Gallieno with fo much Atſeveration, that if their were any Truth in 
Heaven, that poor King was by the Naſonian Party given for loſt 
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already: And to make this the more credible, the Panym Star-gazer, 
Monſicur- Helmontins, who had fled from Lnyſlandiato the Hyara, did 
(as we may ſuppoſe) by the ſame Inſpiration, in which caſe it is no 
wonder if good Wits Jump) with all imaginable aſſurance Prognoſti- 
cate the ſame. How exxttly their Srar- Prophecies were fullfilled, will 
be ſeen in the Sequel. 

The Spring was now Come, and Naſorins, (as was his cuſtom) 
having again draind a Maſs of Money out of the' Pockets of his poor 
Slaves the Uropians, took the Field very early with an hundred Thou- 
ſand of Aſſociate Souldiers at his Heel, and was now tickled with the 
Conceit how he ſhould firk King Galieno: But when it came to the 
Tryal, inſtead of his invading Zuy/lanaia, King Gallieno came himſelf 
into. 1»feriana, and laid Siege to the ſtrongeſt City and Fort that re- 
main'd there, call'd Sambrina , e&'re Naſonius once thought or dreamt 
of it. It was very obvious to imagine that King Gallieno would ſet 
down before that Place, and it had been eaſy for Naſonins, he being 
firſt in the Field, to have poſſeſſed himſelf of the Poſts and Avenues 
which gave the Luy/landians pallage thither : But, as if the ſenceleſs 
Spirit Fatuito/a nad intended to make a property of him, and his 4/- 
ſoctates too, it never once entred into their heads in all their Conſul- 
rations, to provide againſt ſo great a Miſchief. However, when the 
Siege was already laid, then, (as if heawak'd out of a Dream, with 
ſome ſudden noiſe) he began to buſtle up, and beſtir himſelf, and 
warch'd directly thither with his whole Army in a moſt formidable 
manner, threatning to fight the Giant Gal/lieno, and raiſe the Siege im- 
mediately : But the politick Giant Granado: ſro had by his Skill in a- 
gick, ſo poſtured his Army to cover King Gahieno, who, with another 
| Army puſhd on the Siege : That Na/onins and his great Officers could 
| not for their Lives tell how to come at them with any Safety, or how 
| to ſet upon hum withont hazarding their whole Army. $0 they very 
ſoberly ſtood fiill, and look;d on, whilſt King Galjeno , and his Souldi- 
ers did, with incredible Valour and Dexterity make themſelves Ma- 
ſters of Sambrina. Some were of opinion , that this was an high 
point of Policy thus to and jill, and view, that by making their Ob- 
ſervations, how wiſely King Gallieno went to work, they might learn 
to take his Towns afterwards. Others ſaid, they came to bear Wir- 
neſs that the Town was ſurely taken, becauſe they were very nigh, and 
ſaw it with their own Eyes. Kut the 1Vaſomans iniputed it to the Luy- 
flandian Witches, or to Ring Gallieno's Skill in Conjrration, by which he 
cauſed a Storm upon the River Aabajoria which ſunk ſome of their 
| Bridges, 
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Bridges and Boats, by which they ſhould paſs, and by ſome Charm 
had ſo ſtupified their bethinking Faculties, that they had forgot to 
provide or look afterward to make more. But the wiſeſt ſaw, and ſaid 
plainly, that all thoſe were but Pretences, and that had they paſs'd the 
River, and attack'd the Giant Grandorfio, in all liklyhood it had coſt 
Naſovzius the greateſt part of his Army. So King Galliezo being now 
polleſſel of that ſtrongeſt City and Caſtle , teaſted his Nobili- 
ty, and the Lady Yioris, and the next day he ſent an Herauld to 
_Naſonias, offering him Battle within two days, it he pleaſed to accept 
it. Naſonius return'd him- this Politick Anſwer, That he would fight 
when himſelf ſaw fit. Well then, ſaid Gallieno ſmiling, I ſee Naſonius 
has nothing toſay to me, ſo I will leave him to the Mercy of Graz- 
dorſio;, and immediately returned to Twtelia, with his Lady Yiftoria , 
now more than ever endear'd to him by ſeeing his Warlike Coura 
and Condut. The Congratulations of his Subjetts, and triumphs they 
had prepared for him were very Noble and Magnificent : But the no- 
+ble King Galliens wonld needs diveſt himſelf of that Merit, and give 
the Honour of that Aftion to the Amazomian Lady Victoria, who was in 
_his Company all the while he took it - And to that end he caus'd 
a large Afedal to be Coin'd, repreſenting Naſorins with his Army 
looking on, whilſt Gallievo with his, took, Fambrina, with this otro a- 
bout It,-=-=

CHAP. XIE 
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CHAP. XII 


How Naſdnius and the Hydra fought againſt half the Fleet of 
King Gallieno; together with the Keaſons given by Jupiter, 
why King Gallieno's Fortune: ſhould for the time- receive ſome 
ſmall Check. 


Bout this time NVaſo1us and the Hydra with a vaſt Fleet 'of near 

- A.. an hundred Men of War, prepared to infeſt King Gallieno by 
Sea, fearing he ſhould Land the good King Ergenives in Uropia, where 
thoſe of his Subjefts who had remain'd Loyal, and others who became 
ſo, by ſeeing their paſt Errors, and preſent miſeries, were ready to joyn 
and receive him :. But Fatairo/a had fo beſotted Naſorins, and his Coun- 
cil, that when Emgenius's Forces came to the Sea-Coaſt, they weakly 
imagined they were drawn thither, meerly to hinder their making a 
Deſcent upon Luyſlandia. 

But when the Projeft was about to be put in Execution, Dame For- 
tuna, who was never conſtant in any thing, and had ow'd King Galte- 
70 a Spite, for a long time, for engroſſing the Lady Yi#oria (for her 
fickle nature hated that either Love or Succeſs in War ſhould be per- 
manent) and withall, enrag'd thaPhis Providence and Forecaſt made 
him ſo perpetually Vitorious, went to the Throne of Fupiter, and to 
the Fates, and complained heavily that her Deity would become neg- 
leQed, and Providence it ſelf grow into Contempt, if humane Cou- 
| rage and Policy ſhould render the Deſigns of Mortals thus continually 
| ſucceſsful ; wherefore ſhe earneſtly beſought them for Hers, and their 
own Honours ſake, to give ſome Check to the too conſtant Succeſſes 
of King Gallieno. The matter was debated in the Senate of the Goa!, 
and it was unanimouſly voted, that it was unworthy the Czleſtial Dei- 
ties, and would ſeemas if they were Envious of Gallieno's high Merits 
ſhould they hinder Wiſdom and Valour from having their due Rewards 
and Succeſſes. Efpecially ſince Gallieno did humbly attribute all his 
Victories to the Overſeers of the World, and never failed to give 
Thanks accordingly : But Fupiter ſtanding up, (which made all the reſt 
with a reverent Silence expect his final Determination) deliver'd him- 
{elf on this manner, EB _ 
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It is decreed by the Fates, and I have figned the Decree, and bid 
it ſtand irrevocable that Gallieno's well meant, and wiſely laid Deſigns 
ſhall in this juncture receive ſome ſmall Check. Not for his own ſake, 
( for none but Forrwna. who is blind her ſelf, could think his Merit 
ought not to be cheriſhed with deſerv'd ſucceſs ) much leſs for King 
Eugenius's , whoſe magnanimous Patience, and Heroick Vertue, under 
To many afflictions', as well as his noble hearted Charity, and Love 
to his People, tho' Rebellious, gives him a moſt deſerved Title (beſides 
-that of JuſticeJto regain his Hereditary Right : But for the ſake of Trai- 
teronus Utopia, and to puniſh their Crying Sins of 4is-allegiance and 1n- 
gratitude by the /ame Mar, whom of their own Head, but not by me, 
they have fondly ſet up to be their King, which makes 'em incapable of 
Jo great a Mercy, as the reſtoring to th:m ſo Fatherly and good a Prince. 
Now, that you may (ce how juſt this Decree of mine is of denying *em, 
yet as a deliverance from their Oppreſlion, I will make known to you 
how obſtinately and willfully blind, both Naſeziws,and they are, in their 
wicked and malicious Errours 31 and what I have done to fignifie my 
diſpleaſure at their di/loyal, and ungratefal Proceedings ; enough to make 
any repent of their Sins, but ſuch as are hardened in them : I will 
not ſpeak of the prodigious Mortality of their Sorldiers at Land, nor of 
their Seamen at Sea, nor divers other ſuch ; but I wiil recount ſome of 
thoſe diſaſters which pointed at their particular Perſons. I ſent an 
horrible Tempeſt at Naſonius's firſt ſetting forth ; by that firſt inauſpici- 
ous Omen to deter him, and them, from proceeding on their Cur/ed 
Deſign, and could in Juſtice have &owned them all, at that time, but 
that I meant he ſhould be a Scourge to 'em, till they ſaw their Fault,and 
became! Penitent ; but it wrought no effe&t with either. Well! by 
my Permiſſion they poſſeſſed themſelves of their Father's Throne, and 
being ſettled, fell a building a Hamptonia; but down it came, They 
did the ſame at Norringhamia, but that fell down two ; this could not be 
imputed to Treachery, Negligence, or a co:mmon Caſuallty ; for, none 
can» but know that Kings (their Lives being endanger d by the Inſta- 
bility of their Dwelling- Houſes, ) would make choice of the beſt Ma- 
terials, and; Workmen ; and that thoſe Workmen would uſe their ut- 
moſt Care that their Work ſhould be moſt firm, when they are employ- 
ed,by ſuch great Perſonages : Yet in deſpight of their heſt choice of 
Artificers, and theſe Artificers beſt CircumſpeCttion, both thoſe works 
ſuffered a ſhameful Miſcarriage. Now theſe Inſtances pointed perſonal- 
ly at Naſonius, and his unnatural Tullia: For they cannot rame, nor 
did any one ever hear of any other inthe wkole Nation, who was going 
to 
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* to build in two places, have had ſuch a diſaſter light to them in both. 
Was it poſſible then to impute theſe il!l-boding Accidents to any thing 
but an over-ruling Providence, plainly telling them (in ſuch Lan- 

uage as the Soveraign Governours of the World do generally uſe) that 
15, (ſpeaking to them by Deeds) thar let 'em uſe their beſt care, and 
exert their utmoſt art, nothing they build ſhall ſtand. 

This working nothing with 'em; I took more ſevere ways, and ſent 
the dreadful Fire at A!b+ Regalis, they removed chence to Nottinghamia z 
but the Judgment of #£ire purſued them thither alſo ; and yet no will- 
ful Malice, or Treachery could be alledg'd; nor could there be want 
of particular Care to avoid ſuch diſaſters in the Courts of Princes. 
Did they ever hear of any other Perſon in the whole Kingdom, to 
whom the like Miſchiets happened, as firſt to be burnt out of one houſe, 
than to be like to be br»t,a ſhort time after in another ? Or any in the 
World, of what Rank ſoeyer, (much leſs of Princes) to whom the 
falling and burning of two of their Houſes did ever happen? *Tis the 
common Sentiment of all Mankind , who have any (even unnatural) 
Religion at all, that when humane Care and Prudence have done their 
utmoſt, and yet their Intentions meet with diſaſters, that 'tis then to 
be imputed meerly, and particularly to the Will of the Supream Dei- 
ty. Yet they continue to ſhut their Eyes againſt ſuch manifeft Judg- 
ments, and careleſly huddle up the Conſideration of them under the 
common notions of Caſualties; not regarding the Particularities now 
mention'd. which were far from being common, being indeed till then 
unheard of. But, did theſe Men regard any Principles, they might 
know that what they call Caſualay, is with me Providence, and Deſign ; 
and if it be incredibly particular, it argues ſome particular Deſign of 
mine : And what could that be but to make them, and the World to 
take notice, by thoſe Events ſo ſtange!y remarkable, how highly I am 
diſpleaſed that they dare preſume with anocher Man's Money, and 0h a= 
mother Man's Ground, to build, or to live in Houſes which are zone of their 
own; and that I declare wy ſelf by ſuch ſignal and peculiar miſchances, 
relating to their very Perſons, Thet my dread anger is kindied acainſt 
them for their nnjuſt Vſurpation. 

I proceeded further, and hinted plainly my juſt Indignation at their 
audacious and vain-gloriovs Coronaticn, and their ill-plac'd Crown, and 
not to ſpeak of the r:idiculorns ſlur put upon Naſonius, by Dame WVa- 
tura, offended at their unnatural Intruſion into their Father's Throno; 
I took order, that the Ship call'd the Crown-Fricat ſhontd be ſank, and 
that other called the Coronarion, ſhould by a ſtrange difaſter in Calm 
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Weather be ſuddenly plunged to rhe bottom of the Sea: Thins to ins 
timate to them, and. threaten them, that when they think themſe ves 
fafeſt, and furtheſt out of danger, all their V/arped Glory ſhould in a 
moment fk, into the deepeſt a/grace, never to riſe again. And now, 
what couldI, in Wiſdom, have done more to inform that infatuated 
Nation of my Reſentment ayainſt their illegal! Rulers, and Rebellions 
Selves,unleſs I had come down in humane ſhape(as I did before Dexcalion's 
Flood) :and told *em to their Faces of their deep ingrafted Sins? And 
had I done fo, there would not have been wanting Wolviſh Lycaoss e- 
nough to worry and murder Me,as. they did my annointed Vicegerent Eu- 
ſebins, Eugeniuss Father ; and would have done the ſame to Ergenins him- 
felf, had he not providently withdrawn himſelf for his Security. Where- 
fore, ſeeing if Gallieno's wiſely projeted deſigns be not croſs'd, he 
will certainly do: that wwmerited kindneſs to the Uropiars, as to reſtore 
their good King Engemins ; and I will take order that it ſuffer ſome de. . 
feat at the preſent, to ſuch a degree as to hinder it. Now, let Na/o- 
73us , their Scourge, ſtill harraſs, impoveriſh, and bring *em to the very 
brink, of Ruin: Let the War they maintain to keep him ont, rake their 
Ships, ſpoil their Traffick, make dear their Forreign Commodities, and all 
their Proviſions too: Let it empty their Purſes, and loſe the lives of ſome 
hundred Thouſands of the Uropians ; for, till they repent, and heartily 
aefrre to reſtore their Ring, the Juſtice of the Goddeſs Nemeſis cannot 
be ſatisfied, nor my dread Anger appeaſed, nor they deſerve the migh- 
ty Bleſſing of good Exgenins's Reflaur ation. 

But to let you further ſee, how juſt this Decree of mine is; it is 
not Ignorance in the Uropians, which makes 'em thus Rebellious, but 
willful Mallice againſt their ow»# Conſctences, and againſt their oz 
Knowledge. To ſhew which, 1will not alledge how they Sin againſt 
my Divine Law, and their own humane Laws (tor all ſuch Confdera- 
tions they have trampled under Foot) but I will challenge them with 
their own Thoughts, and bring themſelves to witneſs againſt themſelves. . 
Not one Fudge or Lawyer in the Nation, but would fix Years ago, with- 
out: any Helitation, have condemned any Man as guilty of High-Treca- 
ſon, by the Laws of the Land, who ſhould have allerted it was Lawful 
apon any occaſion whatſoever, to have invited a Forreign Prince to invade 
King Ezgenns's Kingdoms, and no leſs Treaſon to have deſeried him, 
Yun over to, or ſided with the Invader, much more to have Abdicated 
their Lawful King, who ſtill cha/lcnged his right, and only retired to 
a place of ſafety, till he might try their Temper, and receive their 
Propoſals. Again, not one Divine, or Preacher, (no not Scoto . Apoſtato 
| himſelf, 
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| himſelf, but would, at that time have maintain'd, and undertaken ta 
rove it out of my written Word, tobe divine Law, to pay indiſpenſa- 
le Allegiance to him. Nor. do the Lawyers either, pretend to have any 
' New Light, to underſtand the Law of the Land better now than formerly. 
Nor do thoſe Mercenary Paſtors pretend to any New Revelation of my 
Divine Will, or better means of Interpreting Holy Wrie than they had 
'before, when they taught out of it the contrary to what they now 
profeſs, Preach, and Practiſe: And, that both Lawyers, and Preach- 
ers held thus formerly, and hold, and teach the quite contrary now, 
without any pretence of new, or better light, is known to their 
whole Abaicating Senate, and to the generality of ſenſible Men through- 
out the whole Natien : Soit is every way moſt manifeſt, that nothing 
but a Rebellious Spirit, Slaviſh Fear, or Sordid Intereft, arethe only Rules 
of their new Interpretations, both of Law, and Goſpel. Moſt juſt- 
ly then do they deſerve to be puniſhed by that which was their Sin, 
their ſetting up an V/u#rped Power. Decreed therefore it it is, and that 
irrevocably , that Ezgex;us ſhall not come yet to deliver them, but 
they ſhall ſtill reap the harſh Fruits of that which they have /o wickedly 
ſown, in deſpite of my Divine Commands, their own Laws nay, a= 
gainſt their own Conſciences and Knowledge. 

The King of the Gods having thus finiſhed his Speech, which was 
received with an univerſal approbation, and applauſe of the Inferiour 
Deities, he immediately diſpatch'd Adercury, his Meſſenger, to Eolus, 
commanding him to hinder the better half of the Giant Gallieno'y 
Fleet from coming up to joyn the reſt, Now, had King Gallieno come 
manded his Sea-Giant Thalafſarchus, to ſet upon Naſonins, and the Hy- 
ara's Fleet aſſoon as poilibly, preſuming his whole Navy was got toge- 
ther by that time: That while he kept them in play, King Enugenins 
with his Army might be ſafely tranſported into Vtopia, The noble Gi- 
ant, though not half the number of his Enemies (no more of his Ships 
but four apd forty being yet got together) yet mindful of King Galie- 
n0's preefle Order, he thought it became not his duty to gloſs upon his 
Commands, but to obey them literally, ſtruggled againſt the Wind, and 
made towards them. Indeed, King Gallicnzo, who was now far off in 
Inferiana, having Intelligence that the Wind had been contrary, ſent 
him three ſeveral Expreſſes not to Fight, till the whole Fleet was come up; 
but by the pecviſhneſs of Dame For:una, wha (for the reaſons above- 
ſaid) waited all opportunities to do him ſome diſpleaſure, they never 
came to the hand of Thalaſſarchus. Wherefore, not regarding the ex- 
cceding inequality of their number, he like a brave and couragious 
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Giant, boldly ſet upon them ; and notwithſtanding their Odds, had: 
rather the advantage during the Fight, having fſhatter'd ſome of the 
Naſonian and Hyaropick, Ships, far more than they had done any of his. - 
But, while he retreated the next day, hoping to meet, and joyn ſome 
of his other Ships, and prudently defigning by that advantage of num- 
ber to draw them nearer the Luy/landian Coaſt, and Ports, where he 
might with more fafety renew the Fight; Neprzne, by an order from 
7piter, put back the Tide an hour, ſo that he could not paſs the 
Cape; by which means ſixteen of them were in part burnt by the Fire- 
ihips of the Enemies, lying on the ſhoar, and fo not able to make re- 
liftance. But Fatuiro/a taking delight to make Fools of thoſe who 
would needs be fo, inſpired them with ſuch Careleſſne/s, and Folly, that 
they never minded the making uſe of that Advantage. but were fully: 
ſatisfied with the imaginary Gonceit of having beaten the Luyſlanaians, 
now reſounding all over Utopia ; that they never dream'd of making any 
further Conqueſts, till too late : For the Politick Giant Galljeno had by 
this dclay ſo Fortified all the Coaſts, that having lo.t their opportu- 
uity, they durſt attempt nothing. 

Many fmpartial Confiderers denied that Naſonius had the Vitory, 
becauſe (ay they) to conquer, is to have the better in Fight, which. 
ke had not, and the diſadvantage was meerly accidental ; which put 
thoſe Luy/la:4;an Ships out of capacity of Fighting, and ſo it 'requi- 
red no Maſtery, or Valour to do thema Miſchief, and therefore was 
2 diſadvantage, and loſs to them indeed; but no true named Victory, 
nor any galn to the Enemy.

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How Naſonius intended a Deſcent upon Luyſlandia, avd what 
became of it. As allo of the Exploits of the Green-headead 
Kyight Sabaudiero, in ſkipping into, and out of Delphi- 
COris. | 
k Frerwards the Vtroptans ſet themſelves reſolutely to make a De- 

ſcent, int» /.r:y/landia, and it was given out, Naſonivs would 
excit the Q.inteilence of his infallible Policy and War-Wiſdom, in 
bringing this vaſt attempt to Pertection, to the utter —_— 
wing 
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King Gallieno , and his own Immortal Glory. Long, very long had 
this mighty Project amuſed all Ezrope ; huge preparations of Cannons, 
Mortars, Bombs, and other formidable Military Engines had marched 
with great Solemnity from Thamopolis, and were Embarqu'd. Many 
hundreds of Tranſport Ships, and Well-boats were taken up, and made 
ready. Nay, all that the Wit of Man could invent, or ſuch a noble 
Exploit could need, without ſparing any Coſt ( for Uropia had Mo-- 
ney enough) was put in a readineſs The Souldiers were not only 
furniſhed with rms, and all things neceſſary. nay, (which was to' 
them a ſpecial fayour and enconragement) with ore too ;z but as re- 


"port went, with ten thouſand Arms to equip the Panyms in Luyſlan- 


&ia, who were to riſe up and joyn with them. The Panym Knight, A45-- 


 ſanglus, Eldeſt Son to the Knight Refvgro, who was to command this pow- 


erful Army, looked as big as Alexander, hugely proud ot this bleſſed 
occalion to ſignallize his matchleſs Valour, and to equal (for none 
conld outdo them) his Father's unparalleled Performances at Lutoſia.' 
What Gazet ? What Conranto* What News-Letter, nay, what Nati- 
on was there on this ſide the World which did not ring with the loud 
and aſtoniſhing ſound of this renowned Enterprize. The MVaſonian 
Courtiers were all turn'd 4ſtrologers, and prognoſticated. the miſera- 
ble Downfall of King Gallieno, from the ſucceſs they promiſed them- 
ſelves of this undertaking ; which was ſo ſure, and the Grounds of it 
ſo firmly and wiſely laid by the »rerrivg Politicks of Naſonius, and the 
Certainty of it Scal'd by the univerſal approbation of all the Aſoci- 
ates met ina general Conſultation for that purpoſe, that it was beyond 
the caſual condition of bearing any Wager (though at never ſo great 
odds) to which few or none of their. other defigns, but were liable. 
Beſides, the profound Secrecy of it, gave it the revered Eſtcem , of 
a wonderful Myſtery. 

'The moſt ſearching Wits of Uropia were too ſhallow to ſound the 
dark bottom of it, and were at a deadly plunge how to frame the 
leaſt Conjefture where this 7jreſiſtable Thimaerb:lt would light ; but 
being of a Temper eafily appay'd with any thing (or nothing )they con- 
tented themivlve: to believe by implicite Faith whatever their Oraculoxs, 
and i{z!li5le Naſonivs did propoſe to their credulons Aſſent, and as 
Ions as they were thus affared this object of their new Faith was true, 
they would not he ſo prophane as to dive into the inſcrutable Ma- 
jeſty of his Apocalyp tical Policy. <1 

Eut Fatuito/a, who had only order from the Zciferian Court to be- 
ſot the Viopians, in. order to the Intereſt of the yara, being a wt 
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fooliſh Fiend her ſelf, went often beyond her Commiſſion ; and fs 
infatuated Naſorins, the whole Fanto of Aſſociates, and the Uropiarn 
Council, and Gereralls too, that the ſo much bragg'd of Deſign va- 
niſhed in a Miſt; and the brisk Invaders came back greater Fools than 
they went forth. However, ſome Naſozjan Counſellors were ſent 
down to them, to remove, by their wiſe Advice the Impediment, that 
render'd their attempt abortive. But all the effe& that appear'd of their 
Conſultation was this, that after ſome dodging (as the manner was) 
to cozen the People, it ſhould - be given out, that they would out 
again when the Wind ſerved, and purſue their Proje&t: *Till at laſt, 
Mens Expectations being wearied, and in tradt of time, pretty well 
 cool'd, inſtead of ſetting Foot on the Enemies Country, they went to 
viſit their Friends in /xferian4; and very fairly, ealily, and prudently 
too (there being no danger, nor any to oppoſe 'em there) they land- 
edat Oftelia ; which put their Friends to great Confuſion, brought a 
cruel diſgrace upon NVaſ0nins, gave occaſion of much mirth to the Luy- 
ſlandians, and as much regret to the wiſer ſort of Utopians to ſec their 
-expettations ſtill fool'd, and ſuch vaſt Sums ſtill-thrown away to do 
Juſt nothing. Ina word, this grand deſign, as it was conceived and 
born in a Myſtery, fo it died as Myſteriouſly too. The reaſon of its 
miſcarriage being ſo carefully huſh'd up, that to this day few know 
eertainly the occaſion of it. Some undertake to clear Na/onins's Credir, 
and Condud, by alledging that he never meant or deſigned any thing 
in his Life but to March to and fro with a great Army at his Heels, to 
:ſhew his Greatneſs, and gee Money of the Uropians, in neither of 
which Projects did his Policy ever fail him, and that all the reſt was 
but pretence, which ſome unwiſe Criticks miſ-underſtanding to be de- 
ſign, do frame thence a raſh and cenſorious Judgment, that his defigns 
ſuffer defeat z which (things being rightly underſtood ) is impotit- 
ble. 

Abont the ſame time the young Knight Sabanaicro, aſſiſted by Naſo- 
mius's Money, picked dexterouſly out of the Uropzans Pockets, and 
by twenty Thouſand Sonldiers of Anſt73aco, and Don Jbero, did on a 
ſudden invade that part of L«yſlandia which border'd on his Country; 
where, when he had entred, he plunder'd and burnt Country Towns, 
and Villages moſt valiantly, tho? they were ſtrongly Fortified with 
Hedges, Ditches, and Mud-Walls, while there was as yet, none there 
to reſiſt him : Eſpecially the Parym Knight Caprea out of his innate 
hatred to all that's Sacred, ſparing not either Chrches or Religious Hou- 
&s; not caring what Credit he loſt his Maſter Autriaco by ay Inſo- 
ENCICS , 
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lencies, ſo he might gratify the Licentions Humour of his barbarous 
Regomanians ;, though(as is ſaid)againſt the will of Sabaxatero, who tho? 
he wore the fine Cap and Feather,yet his Officers valued not his Authori- 
ty, but did inthat, and all things elſe what themſelves liſted. 

As a left-handed Fellow, though unskillful, puts a very good Game-- 
ſter out of his Play ; ſo this Left-handed Policy of Sabandiero gave - 
ſome ſimall trouble to King Gallieno ; who, governing all his aQions - 
by Wiſdom, and expecting that others too, would (to ſome degree at - 
leaſt) do the fame, could never have thought that Sabauciero, who had 
now a good Army in the Field, would not have rather attempted firſt 
to have clear'd his own Country of Enemies, e're he had Invaded that 
of another. This being no wiſer than for a Man, when he knew his own 
Houſe was on Fire, to neglect the quenching of it, and run to ſet fire 
to that of. his Neighbour, and all this to fſatisfie the Braggadocio hu- 
mour of the 7berjar Officers : But, aſſoon as the news of this impotent 
Invaiion allarmed the Giant Gal/ieno, and that he ſent the Giant Sabax- + 
docrato with Forces to drive 'em out ; they ſhew'd their chief Policy and 
Valour in running away as faſt as they could(as Thieves out of a Houſe, 
when they perceive the Lord of it is awake) ere they could comeup 
to them ; carrying ſome inconſiderable Booty along with them, tho' 
not of worth to countervail the tenth part of the wiſe Expedition. 
Nor had they ability, leiſure, or wiidom to ſtop the Pallages, or hin- 
dring his Potent Enemy from following him to the Heart of his Coun- 
try, with ſuch Force (as appears by his flight, and the ſequel) as he was 
not able to reſiſt : There (it not reſtrained, by King Gallzeno's Noble 
Mercy) to take quadruple Satisfaction. As for theſe Subjects of King 
Gallieno, who had been thus harraſs'd; he, by eaſing*em from Taxes for 
many Y.ars ; by repairing their Buildings, and other prudent Methods 
he took, reducd em again to as good a Condition as ever. And - 
moreover to comfort 'em, and ſecure 'em for the future, he fortified ' 
their great Towns, and the Paſſages into his Country on that fide. On- - 
ly S.-b.uadjero got, and carried away with the due reward of ſnch inglori= 
ous Fool-hardy Sacrilegious Actions, inflifted on him by the juſt hand 
of the Goddeſs Nemeſis, incenſed at him for his unnatural oppoſition to 
his ob!1iging Uncle, a foul diſeaſe, and an ugly disfigured Face : The for- 
mer of which and the Arrears of it could not by any help of Art, be 
cured for a Year after, and often brought him to the brink of Death, 
a proper Tropby for ſuch foul Actions. But we will leave him at pre- 
ſeat, and return to the Heroick  Na/onins,

| OW did the hopes of doing any good upon the mighty Giant Gal- 
lieno, reſt upon the puiſſance, and policy of Naſ/0n;us, and the 
Duke of Bawwamia, -who had a great Army in Ixferiana yet entire ; 
for they were very moderate Men in their way, and had no ſuch vaſt 
defigns as to Beſtzge any of King Gallieno's Towns, which might leſ- 
ſen their Armies, or impair the number of their Men, and Granado fro 
had ſent many of his: to other Places : Yet it was neceſſary for NNaſo- 
7ins, eſpecially having this ſeeming advantage, to do ſomething at leaſt 
to uphold his Credit, much ſunk laſt Year by doing nothing: at all. 
Long time he had watched his opportunity, and at length thought ve- 
rily he had caught it: For being informed by ſome of his infatuated 
Scouts, that the Giant Grandorſio lay negligently, and weakly incampd 
near Sreenkirkia, he betimes next Morning drew forth his Army, and 
marched without beat of Drum, or ſound of Trumpet, not doubting 
but that now he ſhould take him napping, rout him Horſe and Foot, 
and revenge the diſgrace he had formerly done him, by forcing from 
him the Amazonian Lady YViftoria: But arriving at tht place, the 
Giant (to his great ſurprize and diſ-ſatisfaftion ) having had timely 
notice of this deſign by Mephoſtophilo ) had fo poſtured himſelf, and 
ſo conveniently diſpoſed his Army, that they might regularly come 
up to relieve thoſe that went before, and received him ſo warmly, that 
the Fool-hardy Utopians, who bore the brunt of the Charge,were after a 
ſharp Conflict, totally defeated. 
indeed, Naſonins himſelf did that day ſignalize exceedingly his Valour, 
by ſtanding half a Mile off on the top of an high Hill, and thence, 
2s the Gods uſed to view the Grecian and Trojan Hoſts when they fought, 
did very attentively behold all that paſs'd : And as if he had taken a pe- 
.culiar Felicity in ſeeing the Towns of the Afociates taken, and their 


Armies routed, while he, as if he had been unconcerned, and only came 
as. 
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2s a Curious Sp:ator, ſfood ſiull, and looked on. Thoſe that fell, were 
all Utopians, or thoſe whom they had hired ; For, tho' being the Gene- 
ralliſſimo, it lay in his Power to ſend the Hydropick, Sonldiers to relieve 
them ; yet, mindful of his Promiſe to Lucifero, which was to facri- 
fice the fooliſh Uropzors to preſerve his darlings the Hydropicks , he 
very fairly let above ten Thouſand of them be knocked oth' Head, 
without coming himſelf, or ſending any Souldiers of the Hyara to 
aſſiſt 'em. Some imputed this ſtrange Carriage of Naſonus to want of 
Courage, orthers, to his defect in Conduct ; bur, others, without diſ- 
paragement to theſe two Qualifications, ( which they are far from de- 
nying to him) attributed it, as the main motive to his following the 
faithful advice of his Spouſe Ambirioſa, charging him not 40 come to09 
near the Armies of the Necromancer Galliezo, and to the Inſpiration 
of the Arch-Fiend Diabolica, to be moſt ungrateful to thoſe to whom 
he was moſt obliged. 

Not long after, Naſorius having ſtaid long in one place, began to 
want Forrage, the reaſon of their continuing ſolong in the ſame ſpot 
was very Politick, for they were aſhamed to go back, ard durſt not go 
forwards; and therefore, out of a deep reach of Wiſdom , they 
judged it beſt to ſit ſtill, There was a part of the Country which 
was very plentiful, having never yet been harraſſed by the Armies, 
which they had a Months Mind to be nibbling at - But they knew not how 
to move, leſt the Giant Granao:;ſio getting light, by his Familiar Spi- 
rits, of their Intentions, ſhould (as his wicked manner was) ſet vpon 
their Rear, and pluck ſome Feathers out of their Tail, However, 
Grandorſio himſelf, had an Eye upon that commodious place; and by 
his Sorceries caſt them into ſuch a dead Sleep, that he decamped with 
his Army, and took Poſſeſſion of it, e're they ſo much as dream'd of 
any ſach matter : But, when he was gone, they march'd on valiantly to 
the place he had left, and reſolved to cry quits with him, by taking 
the ſtrong Town of Ipresbrrge, and it was their peculiar manner of 
Condudt.to have oftentimes done great matters, but that ſomething or 0- 
ther ſtill hindred them + So, underſtanding that Grandorfio was now 
a great way off, they with good reſolution marched towards it, not 
doubting but 'twas their own; in;omuch that Letters were by way of 
anticipation ſent into Vropia, that it was actually taken. Bnt, 1o it 
unluckily happened, that another of King Gallizno's Giants, Nicobergr:s 
by name, having by Sorccry, (for they were all great Conjurers in 
\ their way) got notice of their Intentions, carie jult in the nick, and 
fruſtrated their Expectations. F 
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At this time the Panym Knight, 24/angins wi (as was ſaid) had put to 
Sea formerly to make a Deſcent upon LZuy/anain, and had ſhamefully 


miſcarried in his projet, that they might make a ſhew of doing ſome. 


thing, landed his Army in /aferiana: Upon which, ' Vaſonjus ſet up a 
firm Reſolution, being joyned with the Forces under A4/awgl::5, to be- 
Hege, and take the famous and ftrong Town of Ba{dwinopo!is : For this 
purpoſe he cauſed great Cannon, Bombs, and all ſorts of Warlike 
Proviſion to be brought froin Meſars, overthwart . Brabantia, and in 
inferiana, This ſet up afreſh the Conrages, and Hearts of the Naſo- 
nians:; not donbting but the Wiſdom and Policy of their Generaliſimo 
was ſuch, that all this formidable preparation couid not be made for 
nothing, and made 'em Cock-ſure that Palawinopoiis was as good as their 
own. But ſo ſhort-ſighted were their Politicks, that they did not yet 
well know; er ſoberly conſider the ſtrength of the place they were to 
attack ; nor what the Enemy could do to kinder their approaches to tt ; 
much Jeſs had they compared theſe (as wiſe Leadersought) with their 
own Force, Whereiorec, after they had vapoured a long time and (as 
it was their main Policy to trump ene ſham-pretence after another to 
keep up the drooping Hearts of the Party had fiil'd the caſy deluded UV. 
topians with alured hopes of fuch huge Importance ; and that the 7 - 
mopolirans had, upon that Proſpect, lent great Sums of Money. They 
apon ſecond Thoughts (for otherwiſe they generally afted upon the 
rf) very fairly let the Project fall eafily by degrees, and only gave 
our, they would at leaſt Bomb it, and Fireit: But, when they came 
to execute even that, they found all too late ; that King Galtero had 
by his Necromancy raiſed ſuch inchanted Forts in their way, that it 
was impoſſible for them to come within five Miles of it: Betides they 
were airaid the Wizard Grandorſio, who lay behind 'em, would ploy 
them ſome Legerdemain Trick, it they offer'd to move far either one 
way or the other, Whereupon, all! the Cannons, Bombs, &c. as :t 
they had been brought only to Muſter , ſhewing their Poſtures, and 
then a5 they were, remarch'd back again a long Tourney to. itrong 
Mojana, and fo the Project vaniſh'd. to the Eternal iDiſcredir of A+ 43- 
ins, and the loud Lanyhter of ail fenfible Men, and ſerved only to 
ſhew the weak ?2iiticks. and rreart Fo.ly of the Projeftors. A rvertoin 
Hyarojick, (for thoſe "en have a pretty knack at 4rarth Picture.) 
would ticeds pain 2's wr in a maotly Coat, and a { abel out of bis 
Month, with this Motto, VOM PUT AR AM, and a Paryg wn 
inſpiring him h5.vy to cc 4 Vutrerfly, which when k- - ame near, and 
reach'd out hi. hand to jay hd of, it immediately few away, tiothat 
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No better ſncceſs had the' Aſociares in attempting to invade the 
Country ' of Grazdofio, from which the Giant of that Name had his Ti- 
tle, for they were utterly routed by the valiant Giant 'Harcourtio; loſt 
two Thouſand Horſe, and 2 great: part of their Foot ; and were for- 
ced to retire with much Shame. In this Confiift, the. Lyrantas Souldiers 
(who, as was formerly ſaid, were tranſported into L«y/ianaia upon the 
Capitulation of Shamnonopolss ) won much creait for their coura- 
£!ous Behaviour, breaking down all before 'em: By which they con- 
vinced the World how tlanderouſly. the Reports were, that were {pread 
of 'enmi in UVropra ; for then they were not inferiour to the beſt of 
the Naſoniers,. when well cloath'd, arm'd, and fed; all which in great 
part they wanted in Zyrania. ; 
it paſt after the ſame unfortunate manner, or rather much worſe 
with the Regomanian Aſſociates, Needs they would (as it had been con- 
certed amongſt *em) invade the Territories of Ring Galleno on that 
fide, and deſtroy A//atia : But having appointed three or four ſolemn 
Drinling Matches (which out of Devotionto God Bacebns , they would 
fot omit) they had nor leiſureto come into the Field till the Campaign 
was almoſt at an end ; and when they did (as if the fumes of the Wine 
had not been yet well evapourated , they took ſuch broken Meaſures, 
that when they made account to paſs into ZLuy/landia, where the great 
Giant Allemano- Maftix had ſtrongly poſted himſelf, they loſt many Men 
in attempting it, and were forced with ſhame and lofs to retire. After 
which, that Politick Giant led 'em ſuch dances, as made 'em ree-from 
one end of the Rhenuſia to the other, till their Heads were giddy, and 
quite rayell'd ell the Defigns their muddy Policy had laid. Inthe mean 
time Alemanc-Aaſtix waiting his opportunity, took their Towns, burn- 
ed, and plundered their Villages, and put all the large Country of 
Wirtemania under Contribution. But the Campaign now drawing to an 
end, and the Aſsciares thinking it a great Diſhonour to them all, that: 
the avow'd Projett of invading Z«y/landia ſhould come to juſt no- 
thing at all. They (poor dull Gentlemen ! ) held a Conſultation, as 
their Courants tell us, for a whole day together, what they ſhould 
do, and theReſult of it was, the Beſieging the Caſtle of Ebrenburgs, 
defended by no more than three hundred of King Gallieno's *oldiers. 
Mean while the Politick Giant Allemaro-34eftix, having defeated their 
Army beyond the Rhens/ia, and taken the Duke of Wirtemania Priſo- 
ner, haſted to raiſe the Siege. But aſſoon as this came to the Ears of 
the improvident Knight Hej:o9, who would, contrary i the Sentiments 
of the reſt, undertake that worthy Buſineſs ; away he res as faſt as he 
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could, and yet for all his haſte, there wanted but little of his being 
intercepted in his Flight, by the vigilant Mlemano- Maſtix, which had 
coſt him the loſs of his Army, and brought him Priſoner to Tutelia, 
ro bear his Fellow-General, the Duke of Wirtemania Company, in their 
Land of Captivity.

How Naſonius ſurprized Meudixia, and Furnium, which were 
ſoon after retaken by the Giant Nicobelgus. 


 - Seaſon of the Year began to grow ſo ſevere, that Soul- 
diers could not much longer abide the Field ; and ſcarce any 
thing but one Diſgrace upon the Neck of another, had v<tallen Naſosi- 
#s, 10 that he thought he muſt now be forced to breax up that Years 
Campaign, with an irreparable Blaſt apon his Reputation, upon which 
he was ſo curſedly fallen out with himſelf, and grown ſo enragedly 
out of Humour, that he was become a Plagze to himſelf, and a Tor- 
ment to all that were about him.

Deſigns to be wicked enough to have obliged her by her own In- 
Clination to aſliſt him, though there had not been that near Relation 
between them, and that he wondred that Ske and her Afai..s of Honour 
could not, or would not do him as good Service againſt his only Enemy 
Galljeno, as they had done againit his Father Eugenias ; ſhe replicd, 
That his Sorrows and Diſgraces were allo hers, ard that ſhe was as deep- 
ly affected as himſelf with all his Misfortunes and Diſappointments: 
That ſhe and her Maids had not been wanting on their part, but the 
{ſtrict Government, and ſtrong Spells ſet upon Luyſaraia bad hitherro 
' render'd all their endeavours inefteCtual ; bur that ſhe would immediate- 
ly haſte away to her Father Zucifero, the g:and Maiter of all mi/-rule ,| 
and miſchief, all the World over, anc having co-iulted with him, wovld 
contriyve ſomething yet, which might maxe tor his better SatisfaQti- 
on before the Campaign ended. Upon this fhe immediately poſted a- 
Way, 
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way, and he a little better comforted with her Promiſe, lay down to 
try if his troubled Mind could admit of, or find any eafe or refreſhment 
in a little Sleep. :

© cromancer Archimedes, to command your Spirits to his aſliſtance a- 
* gainſt him, and to blaſt all his deſigns, and undertakings ? As ſhe wou'd | 
have gone on, Lucifero with a kind, but ſomewhat ſcornful Smile, thus |

' herſelf, bus with a low Courteſy retiring, ſhe went and calied for the 
old Mother of the Witches Cramrogrne, and having given her her Er- 
rand, preſehtly diſpatched her away ; and immeGiately the oi4 Hag be« 
s ſtricing her Broom-ſtaff, and muttering to her felf her nſaal Charms, 
| rode poſt through the Air, and in the dead timeof Night alightcd, where

* Pains, and ſo kind a Meſſage, and in an angry Tone ſaid, Well ! For this 
# oncethou ſhalt ſucceed in thy Enterprize, but becauſe thou ſeteſt fo light 
Z by my kindneſs, I will give thee one ſmall Shot before go, and there- 
*# with ſhe ſuck'd in her Breath, 'and ſqueezed her Body, whereupon her 
7 Guts fell a rumbling, and ont flew a Fart, that roar'd in his Ears like 
t Thunder, and left ſach a ſuffocating ſtench behind it, that poor Na/014- 
# ws, whoſe Lungs were not very good, could not forbear Coughing tor 2- 
 bove half an hour aftzy: But Sodomiews lying near, and mms it for 
2 CANON 
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Cantto1-Shot , ſprang Iato his dear Maſter's Room with all ſpeed, where 
when he came, the Witch indeed was flown, but hearing the ugly 
noiſe of a rotten Cough, and ſmelling ſuch a poyfonous ſtink, he thonght 
there was ſome damn'd Deſign, and bawled out, Treaſon, Treaſon, as it 
he would have torn his Throat. MVafonins could not prevent him, be- 
cauſe he could nor ſpeak, for Coughing, ſo in ruſhed the Guards, and all 
within Hearing, who all curſed the Stink, and ſome ſwore that they 
were pot intothe Devils Houſe of Office. Naſonins, as ill naturd as he 
was, could not forbear Smiling, and as ſoon as he conld recover his 
Breath, ſaid, My Friends, I thank you for your Care, but be not too 
inquiſitive, all is well, and perhaps much better than you think, go 
to your reſpetive Poſts, and take care to be ready early, for l intend 
to March by break of Day. 

As for the Forts, Mendixia, and Farnium, they were neither great 
nor ſtrong ; nor had the powerful Necromancer Archimedes, ſet any 
Spell, or Charms upon them ; only in whoſe hands ſoever they were, 
they afforded lomc advantage to annoy the other, and to ſecure, or 
hinder Forragers ; fome thought that Granaorfro did defign to flight: 
them, others taid, that he kept thein only as a Bait for Naſonms, but 
however it was, they were but weakly Garrifon'd. Hither Naſenias 
haſted with all his Forces, and alſo with the recruits of thoſe Aids who 
had loſt their way in a fooliſh Project of a Deſcent into Luy/landia, and 
upon that account had repaired to him; it was not poſſible for thoſe 
{mall, and weak Places to withſtand fo great a Force, yet at firſt they 
made a brisk defence, but finding they conld not hold out, they ſur- 
render'd upon Honourable Terms, and marched away to Granaorſfio, to 
acquaint him with the truth of the matter, and receive his ordeys ;-and 
i9 in a very ſhort time, both theſe Forts ſucceſſively tell into the Hands 
of Na/onins, which not a little pulled him up $ And whereof, News was 
preſently ſent into Vropia, where was great rejoycing ; but to ſecure 
what he had gotten, he put a very great number of Sovldiers therein,under 
the Command of Giglero, wie had done ſuch Fears in Lyxania, and 
left with him ſtore of Cannon, Powder, Ball, and all forts of Ammu- 
nition, i that he ſeemed to Ht furniſhed to withſtand a Potent Army. 
And now the Seaſon for the vtield ſeeming quite ſpent, away rode 
N.-/onizs in Tritiniph to o/c, where under colour of Hunting, he 
net with his Confidents, and the choiceſt of the Heads of the Hydra, 
wio all !atd their Noddles together, and {et their Wits on the Ten- 
ters, In contriving how to ſqueeze the ſtupid, infatuated Uropians, and 
09 ng away thei Coin, to ave them as Fennyleſs as Wit- 
1EiS» SR - 
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But now behold an unexpetted turn, which altered the whole Scene 
of Afﬀairs; for when all thought the Campaign for that Year was en- 
ded, and while they were rejoycing in Veopia, and conſulting, or hunt- 
ing at Holoo, the fierce and reſtleis Giant Nicobclgus, having received 
private Ocders all on a ſudden, like Lightairg comes witha ſtrong Army 
of Mad, Fiery Sparks, and demands Reſt4cution of both the Forts, Men- 
dixia and Furninm, alledging that they-were only lext to make a Jeſt 
on, and as he could take them again when he would, ſo to prove the 
truth of what he ſaid, he would have them zow. Ginglero truſting in 
his Forces, Ammunition, and Proviſion, gave big Words at firſt, and 
dared him to do his worft : But Wicobelgus, beſides his reſolute Army, 
had certain Enchanted Engines, which were ſent to him by the famous 
Necromancer Archimedes, wherewith he ſorely annoyed the Forts, ard 
the Defendants; but above all, the Conjurer had ſent him certain ro» 
Balls, wherein, by his Magick, Art he had encloſed a great number of 
ative, malicious Spirits, which being thrown into the Air, made dread- 
Ful Sights, and would alſo without ceaſing, ſpit down Fire dire&ly into 
the Faces of the Beſieged, ſo that none were able to endure them. 
Ginglero, and his Forces being affrighted, and unable to wirhſtand ſuch 
unuſual Aſſaults, yielded up both the Forts to the fierce Giant Nico- 
belgus, leaving behind them all their Cannon, Ammunition, and Pro- 
vitions, to the great diſhonour and damage of Naſonins, and the Afo- 
ciates: And thus in a ſhort time all their Glories were ſullied, and 
their Joy turned iuto Mourning, 1o little aſſurance 1s there in the enjoy= 
ment of any Humane Affairs.

Fter ſo many ſhameful Miſcarriages, Naſonins, though Impudent 
enough, could ſcarce ſet on a Face to return to Vropia; but go 

he muſt, for there the Goddeſs MMammonera had a great Hoard, where- 
in lay his ſelf, and his Hopes, and indeed thence only could he tope 


for Supplies to ſupport both himſelf, and his drooping Afociates ; 
| | bur 
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'but having ſent Fatuico/e before, ſhe fo play'd her part among the heiot- 
red Uropiens, that at his coming over, they received him with joytiul 
Acclamations, never regarding. or talking of their L:flzs, but expeſ- 
fing all thankfullneſs, that the Perſon of their 1do! had efcaped ; ard 
as a Teſtimony of their ſoy, and their :-:#e Love to Miſchief and &e- 
bell;on, quickly furniſhed him both with Men, and Money, in a mo1e 
prodigal manner than formerly. MAaſorius, thus plentifully provided 
could ſcarce have patience to wait for the Spring, but baited away to 
Inferiana, that, if poſlible, he might take the Field before the Enciny 3 
and being come thither, he preſently got together both Lis, and che 
Aﬀſſociates Forces; but when he conlidered what an Enemy he had to 
do with, his Heart ſmote him : For, his Enemy Grando: fro vias not on- 
ly valiant, but naturally Crafty, and of the greateſt Experience of 
all the Giants, which fought in the Quarrel of the Migtty Gallicso. 
This made our Knight ſtagger in all his Reſolutions, and therefore 
that he might come to ſome Iflue,he retired into a certain deep hollow 
Vault, where Crampogna had obliged herſelf to give him the mee.ing 
at any time, upon the uſe of a certain Call, conſiſting of ſome odd, un- 
couth, Necromantick Words, which ſhe had taught him, 

When MNaſonius had repeated his Beaaroll, the Witch was forced to 
appear, but ſhe ſeemed to come in no very good Humour, and our 
Knight remmembring the Aﬀront he had before put upon her, now ict 
himſelf ail he could to Light a Candle tothe Devil, and toentertain her 
with the utmoft Courtſhip of a Froglander ; and thus he began. * My 
* deareſt Crampogrna, Ihope you can pardon a thoughtful Man, who did 
© not entertain you and your laſt Meflage in ſuch manner as I ought ; 
< it was the trouble of my Mind, which diverted my Thoughts, not 
© any want of reſpet to you, whom I highly honour, and next to * 
© Luciſeroadore. Forgive my negle&t, and bz the fame kind Crampogna = 
© to meas formerly. I have abold, and cmmming Enemy to deal with, 
© bur I have a gallant Army, adviſe me what to do. The Witch pout- 
ingly replied, © You know you are mnch better at Sing than Fizkting, 
© andif you had taken the courſe, by all manner of Lzes, and Slanders, 
« to beſhite your Enemies, it would have ſtood you in more ſtead, and 
* done them more diſgrace than ever you are like to do by drawing 
© your Sword ; but ſomething you muit do wich all thefc Forces, and 
© that you may he ſenlible that I am more kind than you defcrve, 1 
© will give you ſuch advice, that if you be quick in purſuance of it, 
< it will putGrandorſio into ſucha Rage, that he will go near to «n4an- 
© ger his whole Army ; but be ſure you warp not from it, for if yon 
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+ do, miſchief will befall' you. Art this his heart leapt for Joy, and. 
witha thouſand Thanks he could not forbear embracing the ugly Hag, 
who put a ſtop to his: Courtſhip, by thus proceeding 1a her Liſcoulſe. 
® There is (quoth ſhe )a certain place yclepied Yivarie, by nature ſtrong, 
© birt ſtill more ſtrong, by reaſon of certain Charms laid upon it by 
© the Conjurer Archimedes,which are ſtill in force. Thither go and encamp 
© andI will uſeall my Arts further to ſecure you, ſo that Grande: fo- 
© ſhall not atitempr any thing vpon.you, but. to: his Damage, but 
© be ſure to keep you there. As Naſonins waz about to make his Com- 
pliment, he h:ard a rumbling noiſe, and therewith came ſo violent 
a Wind, as made the Vault ſhake, and the Earth tremble under him, . 
and while hz ſtood agaſt, expeting the Iſſne, the Witch inſenſibly 
ilipt away and leit him alone. 

Aſſoon as Nafonius came to himſejf, he made haſte away to his Ar- 
my. and marched direttly to Yivaria, and there, according to the old 
Hages 2drice, Encamp'd, which when Gra#dorſco. heard, it put him ir.to 
a ſt:ange fit of. Paſſion, for he deſigned to have Encamped there him- 
ſelf. But; aſſoon as he could get his Forces together , away he led 
them to Y;varia, intending by any means ta ſet upon Nafonins ;, but 
thovgh his Rage was great, and his Arts many, yet fo ſtrong were the 
Enchantments, which guarded the place, that he could by no means 
com? at him, or do any harm to his Souldi-rs, but if' he approach:d 
209 near, received harm to himſelf. By chancc, a certain Spirit gave 
notice of all this to the Necromancer Archimedes, who was not a lit- 
tle concerncd for his old Friend, and Acquaintance Grandorſio, and to 
prevent the danger, if not too late, he immediately diſpatched away 
to him a certain Mercurial Devil, who always attended: him, hight: 
Mephoſtophilo, who in a trice flying though the Air, came to Grandor- 
fo, meditating a raſh attempt, and deliver'd. him the followiug Letter 
irom the Conjurcr. 


Great Sir, In vain ſhall you attempt- any thing again*t Naſonius at Vi- 
varia z and if you do, you will come off with Shame- and Diſhonour : Fer- 
there are certain of my Own Spclls upon that place, witch, it 1s not in my 
Power to undo :, beſides, all the arts and" helps that Magick, affords, are- 
madeiuſe of at preſent for the Security of the place by others ;, bat, if by any 
Arts (in which I need not inſtrutt you you can araw him out from thence, yqu 
may defeat him, whico 45 the hearty ar ſire of

-Upon- 
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Upan receipt of this Letter, Grardorſio altered all his Meaſures, and 
having diſpatched away Mephoſtophilo with (as is faid) avery kind An- 
ſwer (for the Letter is unfortunately loſt) he gave up all thopghts of 
ſetting upon Yrvaria, and ſet all his Wits on work how he might draw 
him and his Army out of that unapproachable Place. To this end he 
conſidered that there was a certain place called Epiſcopatum, which was 
of great conſequence, though not very ſtrong; thitherwards Grar- 
dorſio marched with his whole Army, making a feint, as if he would 
Beliege it ; at this the Aſſociates were all alarm'd, and Naſorins to 
prevent the danger, ſent a conſiderable Body of Men from his Camp, 
who marching another way, got into the Town to ſecure it. And 
now Naſonius thinking all things ſafe, and wanting Proviſions, ſent a 
ſtrong detachment under the Command of Signieur Cabbagio, who 
marched many Miles, with Commillion to ſteal Turnips, and Roots, 
{and a few Sheep, and Oxen if they could get them ) for Sauce. Gras 
dorſio being aware that he had weakened his Army with two ſuch con- 
ſiderable Detatchments, now ſent away in good earneſt a brisk under» 
Giant hight Yillerio to beliege Huana, whillt he himſelf lay in wait to 
ſet upon Neſorins, if he ſhonld offer to march ſorth to therelief of it. 
This FAuana, though no great Town, was of ſome ſtrength, but the 
more conſiderable, for thar the taking of it would leave Epiſcopatum 
naked, and open the paſlage to the laſt Barrier of the Hydropick.Coun- 
try, which ſo affrighted the Heads of the Hydra, that they plied 
hard with all the Afocrates, and all with one conſent prefſed Naſonius 
not to ſuffer a place of ſuch conſequence to be raviſhed from them. 
Thus being overcome with their complaints, and clamours, he raſhly 
forſook his impregnable, inchanted Camp, at YViwvaria, and marched with 
all the Forces he had to relieve Hana, which was jult the very thing 
Grandorſio hoped, and wiſhed for : But, whilſt he, and his heartleſs 
Forces made their ſlow Marches, Yi#ero followed his Buſineſs ſo cloſe, 
that he became Maſter of Auara, before Naſonins drew near it, and ſent. 
his ſpare Forces to re inforce Grando:ſio; the tidings of this being 
brought to. Naſonins, his Countenauce chang'd, and his Heart ſo fail'd 
him, that ſtout rnbhing, and the help of the Brandy=Bottle, were 
ſcarce able to keep him from fainting away, but being ſomewhat come 
to himſelf, he gave Orders to march immediately back again to his 
Enchanted Camp at Yivoria. But when he heard that Grandorſio had 
poſted himſelf in his way , ſo that he conld not return thither, 
without hazarding himſelf, and his whole Army, he bitterly curſ. 4 
thoſe who had perſwaded him to leave that place of Safety ; and him- 
KR 2 ſelf, 
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F1If, for not following the Witches Counſel ; and all his Counſellours, 
who had advifcd to the making ſo great a Detachment, to the weak- 
ning of his Army; though ſome ſay, that none gave ſuch Counſel, but 
that ir was purely his own filly Contrivance, and that none ought to 
fare with him 1n the Glory of it: All theſe things concurring with 
« his further Fears, put him into ſuch a vehement Paffion, that ſcarce 
any durſt, or card to come near him, and that working violently 
aownwards, it ſo ftrongly perfamed his Tent, that when it was after- 
wards taken by Grandorſro, the peculiar Scent thereof, preſently diſ- 
cover'd to whom it belong'd. But to make what amends he could, for this 
fatal Error,he choſe a Place the moſt like to YV5varia, as in ſuch a. ſtreighr 
he could find, and cauſed his Pzoncers to fall to work, and called on all 
his Devils, Witches, and Conjurers, to ſet their Spells, and Charms, whilſt 
he with a ſelect Party rode out, to diſcover which way Grandor ſro was 
bent; but Grandorfio, who knew that the Pioneers, and Conjurers would 
quickly ſo guard the Place, as to be a mighty Annoyance to him, was 
coming in all haſte to prevent it ; which, when Naſonius perceived, he 
turned his Horſe-Head, ſet Spurrs to his Sides, and rode faſter than e- 
ver did any Man for a Wager, and would have thought Pegaſus roo 
flow, had He been under him, and before he, and his ſwift followers 
could well reach the Camp, they all bawled out, like fo many Srrcnter-, 
The Enemy comes, . The Enemy comes, To Arms. To Arms. 

Gran«o: ſis was toloſe no time, both to prevent Intrenchments, and 
Re- inforcements, and accordingly ſtrait drew up his Forces againſt Va- 
\ {ornius;, and now both Armies faced each other, and the Generals en- 
couraged their Men ; Grandorſio told them of the Glories they had won, 
and the Experience they had had of their Foe,. nor did he ſtick to tell 
them of the danger, and diſſicalty of aſſaulting an Enemy in his Camp, 
tut then he ſpurred them on to-it, by ſhewing the /mmorral Honour 
of overcoming it, as alſo the neceſſity of doing it now, while the E- 
nemy's Army was weakened by ſo great Detachments ſent away. MVa- 
Joins had no great Victories to boaſt of, and was unwilling to tell his 
Souldiers, that it was his guiſe always to 7un away; but he ſhewed 
them their advantage of Ground, and told them what unparallel'd Glo- 
ry they ſhould get, if they could, now overcome that Enemy, which 
they never could before; and though the whole courſe of his Life was 
ina manner one continued huſting humour, yet-now he was quite ano- 
- ther Man,nand promiſed golden Mountains to them that did bravely, 
and even with Prayers and Tears beſought them to fight, whilſt he, 2s 


became a praent General, retired to a place. of Safery, from whence, 
vPon 
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themſelves together in a ſaſe place, wiſely leauing Fools to Fighting, and 


. ger, and lov'd Fighting as little as themſelves, (though it was neceſ- 


\ Ears .in Straw, ſetting a watch to obſerve if any. of. the Enemy.came + 
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vpon occaſion he might give orders, or ſend Recruits. He could 
ſcarce flip away from danger before the Luiſlanders came on with Fu- 
ry, but were ſo ftoutly received by the Uropian, Iberian, and Rego- 
manian Forces, who had the advantage of Ground, and reſolutely 
nxintain'd it, that the Field was covered with the dead Bodies of the 
Luyſlanders, and for ſeveral hours it was doubtful, which way the 
hononr of the Day would go ; but Grandorſio ſtill ſending freſh and 
plentiful Supplies, and Ne/onias not taking ſufficient Care to relieve 
his wearied Men, the L«yſlanders began to break into the Camp. - The 
Hyadropicks all this while, inſtead of aſſiſting their Aflociates, had kept 


now like Crows, who 'tis ſaid, ſmel} Powder at a dittance, appre- 
hending danger to come on, they thought it was their time to be 
gone, and accordingly away they went, making the belt of their way. 
Na'onius endeavour'd to periwade them to ſtay, but they thanked him 
kindly, and told him, that they thought it greater Wiſdom to provide 
for their own Safety, whilſt the Armies continued Fighting, and ie- 
cured their Retreat, than to take bis Counſel, and ſtay to have their 
Brains knocked out. AVaſonivns, who was always careful to avoid dan- 


fary he ſhould ſometimes make a Bluſter, and Shew) that they ſhould. | 
not be judg'd wiſer than he, without taking any Care, or leayjng 
any Orders, for his Army, immediately fled away as faſt as the beſt of 
them, and never made ſtop or ſtay, till he had rode twelve Leagues, 
and paſſed two Rivers, and then dark night putting a ſtop to his | 
Carrier, he put into a Barn, and cover d himſelf all over Head and 


after hint. The Noble Duke of Bawwawia maintained the Fight -after 
this for about the ſpace of two hours, till a Loyal Subje& of the injured | 
Fugenins, for his Maſter's ſake then in the Service of the Mighty Gal- | 
lieno, the valiant Lyranian Lacanio, with his Horſe, broke in like Light- | 
ning upon the Enemy, ſeized all their Cannon, and turned it againſt 
them, and trampled under Foot, or cut down all before them. And 
now. all the Mſiciare Forces could do, was to ſhift the beft for: them- | 
ſelves they could ; but the Duke of Bawwawis cauling a Bridge to be. 
broken down to hinder the purſuit of the Vitorious- Enemy, it prov'd 
fatal to a great part of his Forces,for Thouſands were ſlain like Sheep by 
th: River ſide, and ſuch as attempted to get over, not being able to - 
climb the high Banks, were drown'd, till the valt number of dead ' 
Bodies making a'firm Bridge, afforded a way for the poor remainder 

| to. 
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to run over, and ſave themſelves. In this Battle-many great Perfons 
'of the 2ſſoctates were made Priſoners, and many brave Perſons ilain on 
"both fides, amongſt whom, noneis to bs more lamented than the gallant 
Lucanto, who, after his wontcd Generoſity,negleCting himſeif to take care 
of the Priſoners, and Wounded of the Enemy, his own Wounds ranc- 
kled, and killed him. The Luylandersloſt many at the beginning of 
the Fight, but inall, firſt and lalt, not ſo many by two thirds as the 
Aſſociates, whoſe Army was: wholly broken, and had been totally and 
11reparadly loſt, but that the long Fatigue which the.Zuy/ianaders had un- 
dergone, diſabled them from a through purſuit, and make them willing to 
give off,and enjoy their Vittory. However, what remained of the 4ſoczare 
Army, was ſodiſperſed all manner of ways, that it was ſome Weeks be- 
fore Naſonins could by-any ſhifts get ſo many together as might ſeem 
to counterfeit any thing -like an Army. But, while he lay thus trou- 
bled with the grumbling of 'the Gizzon, and conjuring up all the De- 
vils of Hell to aſſiſt him for his Revenge,Gallieno, with the Lady YVittoria, 
were ſinging divine Hymns of Thanks to the Czleſtial Powers, and 
great Entertainments were made at 7utelia, and over all Luy/lanaia 
great Demonſtrations of Joy were eyery where ſolemnly expreſled for 
ſo ſignal- a Viftory. |

'T Et us for a while leave NVa/ſonins, picking up his ſcatter'd Forces, and 

revolving -ten thouſand Projecs, in his Brain, how to do nothing, 
and fee whar better Fortune the Aſſociates met with elſewhere : Youth 
' -is forward, raſh, and greedy -of Glory, and in Montaria their Forces 
; were thought to be much the ſtronger, not only as having the advan- 
| -rage in number, but alſo, as confiſting for the moſt part of ſtout, agd 
| well-diſciplin'd Men; this pricked on Sabaudiero to do ſomething, 
| both for his Glory, and in revenge of his Loſſes; and after a ſerious 
4 Conſultation, 
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Conſultation, where there was ſcarce one wiſe Head among them, and 
that leaſt ſet by, it was reſolved to beliege Pineia, a Town ftrong, and 
of gr: :; Conſequence.. And now without delay their Forces were drawn 
abour it ; but the great Necromancer, Arci4meaes, had been there 
before, and raiſed certain ſmail magical Forts, which ſo gvarded Pine- 
ria, that till one, or more of them were taken, they could not come at 
it without running a deſperate hazard : And therefore that they might 
ſeem to att like wiſe Men, they reſolved in the firſt place to atrack th: 
Fort called Por:4la, which they did with great Fury, and renewed f om 
time to time. with great Reſolution ; but on the other hand, the Fort. 
was as bravely defended by ſome ſeleft Men put therein, there wes no- 
thing of Valour or Indultry wanting on either fide, there were Mines 
againſt Mines, Ciarms againſt Charms, (for in thoſe ſtrong Countri:s 
they are all addifted to Necromancy) and vehement aſlaul:ing, and 
as ſtout repuliing : But in the end, their Charms being countercharm'd, 
the Fort wofully batter'd, and they over-power'd with numbers, they 
found they could no longer mair:tain it, and yet reſolved ſo to quir 
it, that it ſhonld do the Enemy no good, nor they ſufter the leaſt inticir 
Honour and R-putation. And accordingly they ſecretly convey all their 
Cannon, Ammunition, and Proviſion into Pineris, and then they had 
bur one trick to try more, and that was a certain Spcll, or Charm lefr 
them by. the famous Necromancer Archimedes, with this ſtrift charge; 
that.they ſhoul never uſe it but in their laſt neceſſity ; and this they 
thought the time, now the Fort was no longer tenable; and therefore 
they ſet it on work, when preſently all the Fortiſication fell a -hea- 
ving, and ſuddenly flew up into the Air and vaniſhed, whilſt the Be+« 
ſieged under coverture of the Cloud, ſafely retired to Pirera, to re-in- 
force that Place, and defend it againſt the threatning Danger. 

Sabaudierowas- ſomewhat ſurprized with the Novelty of the thing, as 
having not often fecn ſuch Conjuring Tricks, but withal, proud that he 
had Cenquer'd ſuch a- Deviliſh place, he ſwore he. would now have Pine- 
714, 01 makeit ly away after Pontilla. They made themſelves Cock- 
ſure of th-"7:ace; for they took it for granted, that Sebaudocrato h:d rot 
ſifficient Forccz, :nd conſequently. that he durſt not adventure to re- 
lieve it. The noife of this Siege flew abroad intoall Countries, and 
the Ayoc;ate; miguiily comforted themielves, that ſome conſiderable 
Feats would be done on their part, which they boped would force Gal- 
licno to r:cal many of his Forces out of Inferiana, by which means 
they right become an cal, if not an over-match for thoſe which ſhould 


be left, Lug the fooliſh Vropians were fo taken and beſotred with thi: 
ſmall 


( to 
ſmall Prank, that therewith they tore than ballanced all their Loſſes in 
Inferiiana, and efKewhere, and conffdently reported Pineria to be ta- 
ken, before any dire&t Aſſault was made upon it; and theſe Whimies, 
and Corceits; working in their giddy Brajns, they magnified the raſh 
Youncker Sabaudiero, as if Otlando Farioſo , or Garagantua had been 
meer Weaklings, and Pygmies to him. | | 

All this time the wily Glant Sabaudccrato lay lurking up and down 
in ſecret and fafe Retreats, as well to conceal, and augment the num- 
ber of his Army, as to give Encouragement to the unadviſed Aſociarer, 
to fatigue, and breake their Forces againſt a ſtrong and reſolute Garriſon; 
but he no ſooner had tidings that Pjrer4a was really in danger, but he 
Ilicly fell down to the relief of it, before they were well aware. His 
vnexpected!'coming ſomewhat allarmed them all, and various were their 
Opinions of it ; ſome concluded him raſh and unadviſed, who had been 
hitherto thought cunning; ſome ſaid he was a crafty Fellow, and that 
they ought to beware of him, but theſe were deſpiſed, and branded 
as Corards; ſome ſaid it was only aſham, or bravaao, and that he would 
as quickly be gone again ; but a Counſel of War being called, after a 
ſhort debate (they never making the leaſt queſtion of their ſuperiority 
in number, and force, nor ſtaying for any Intelligence 'to know how 
ſtrong he was) it was unanimouſly reſolved to break up the Scige for 
the preſent, and go to meet him, concluding, thet if they could fight 
him, and beat him out of the Field, then the Garriſong, and ſtrong holds 
having no hopes of Relief, would more eaſily ſnbmit to them : But in 
'the mean time they never thought what the danger might be on their 
part, in caſe they were beaten, for they would not ſpoil their foe 
Thoughts with ſuch a melancholy Core :4t. 

The Ffociates drunk with aſſurance of Victory, if they could but ſind 
their Enemy, march'd away with all the briskneſs and jollity imagina- 
ble ; but far they had not gone, when contrary to their ExpeCtation he 
appeared in Sight ; for he was as ready for them, as they for him :- 
And now they too late perceived their. Errour, for they might plainly ſee 
that he was equal, if not Superiour to them in number of Men : But 
however, their Souldiers being, well diſciplin'd, and of late ſomewhat 
fluſhed, and cager, they preſumed of the advantage in the Srourre/s and 
Valour of their Men, and therefore reſolved to give Battle ; nor did 
Sabaudocrath at all decline it. Both fides ſeeming thus cagerly bent 
upon it, the Generals drew up their Forces in Battle-Array, in a. large 
Plain, where all advantages for Ground, Numbers, and all other mat» - 


ters (except Brains,) were ſo equal on both {ides, that there was likely 
to 
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to beas faira Tryal of Skill, as had been known in many Ages. The 
onſet was 'fierce on. both lides and for ſometime it {em'd doubtful, 
which ;way the victory would incline- After ſome time the Left wing 
of Sobauocrato made-the Right Wing of Sabaudiero, where the Alpia- 
Yians were, to give way: but to make amends for that, the Left Wing 
of Sabaudiero, where the Jberians, and Regomanians were, made the 
Right Wing of Sabaudocraro to go back in ſome diſorder, ſo that ſtall 
there ſeem'd to be nogreat odds ; but Sabaudocrato wiſely foreieeing 
the Danger, and knowing where his Battle was weakeſt, had fo polt- 
ed the good Knight Prioro, that he might in time of need come to 
their Succour, which he did juſt in the nick of time, and thus re-in- 
forcing, and rallying them again, the 7[6e:jans and Regomanizns were 
ſlaughtered in great numbers, and being overpower'd, were forc:d to 
retreat, and Sabaudiero not ſuccouring his Left Wing, it was utter- 
ly routed, and now they were no longer able to ſtand, the beſt Men re- 
tired in as good order as they could, but tha greateſt part of hi: For- 
ces lay at the Mercy of the Luyſlanders, who in their Fury made Mor- 
tal Havock of them 3 which Sabaxdijero beholding, in Compaii:@': 
prevailed with Sicamber, a Valiant, but Wicked Knight, the Sor, &* 
old Refugio, to try if he could bring them off, which, with a ſtrong de- 
tachment of Horſe he attempted, and covered the retreat of many, but 
in the Aftion was himſelf mortally Wounded, and within a few days 
died. So ſhort an Enjoyment had he of the Fruits of his own, and his 
Father's Treachery. The Forces of Sabauajero thns utterly broken, he 
_ durſt no more appear in the Field, but put what were left into his Gar- 
riſons to ſtrengthen them, in hope they might hold out, Winter now 
drawing on then fled out of his Dominions for Safety of his Life,and 
' toſollicite the Aſſociate Princes to ſupply him with freſh Snccours.

How the great Giant Allemano- Maſtix took the goodly City Ne-' 
cariana, a#d how the Giant Grandorſio rook the ſtrong E nchant- 
ed Fort called Carojoregium, and what Meaſures ana Reſo- 
lations the Aſſociates and Neſonius took thereupon: 


T Ais Difaſter which happened to Sabadiero, was upon many accounts 
very grievous and prejudicial to all the Afociates ;, for it was a 
firange Blow. to their Reputation, and People in all p'aces made it 
ahak« | L 
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their ſport, and'caſt out bitter Scoffs againſt them, that thoſe who had' 
ſo boaſted of their Strength in Afontaia, and told the World how 
ſure they were of Vidtory, ſhould be ſo miſerably beaten by thoſe 
whom they deſpiſed ; but which was worſe, they were forced to ſit 
ſill, and look-on, while the Enemy in all places ravaged and ſpoiled, . 
and did what heliſt; for they were not able to bring any. Army into 
the Ficld to face an Enemy, unleſs a ſmall Force upon the great River, 
Rhenuſia, from whom. they themſelves did expect. little good , and: 
they were not a little afraid that Sabexdicro would clap up a Peace with 
Galliczo, the way to which ſeem'd the leſs difficult, by reaſon of the 
near Relation between them, and the Inclinations Galiero had always 


ſhewn towards it ;. and that wovld utterly.break all their Meaſures, and. *|' 


wake their bad Condition. deſperate. 

But ſtill ro increaſe their >orrow and Shame, . Misfortunes - and fur- 
ther Lolles-attended. them in all places; the great Alemano-Maſtix ,. 
had been a ſore ſcourge to them vpon the flood Rhenyſia, but to en-- 
counter, and (if: poſſible) drive him away, they. had ſent the puiſſant . 
Knight Rabaderero, who was a viilanous Fightmg Fellow, and hail done 
Wonders againſt the Half-Afoor ; but he finding that the Sczne was. 
alter'd, when he came againſt the brave Luyſlander, . poſted himſelf 
ſecurely, and would by no means be drawn to fight, for which, many 
commend his Wiſdom (of which he had ſcarce ever before given any 
Teſtimony): for that he was inferiour in number, and had to do with. 
equally diſciplin'd Men, Atemano- Haſtix, covetous of . Glory, had an. 
aching Tooth to try what this mighty Man at Arms could do, and 
would ſometimes make him fair ofters, ſometimes ravage his Country 
before his Face, and was always by one means or other provoking, or 
tempting him to Battle, but Rabadenero would by no means be drawn 
to run the hazard. : | 

Whilſt the eager Zuyſander was working his Brains to compaſs his 
defign, it came into his Head that there was a fair City bight Necariana, 
Dedicated to the God Bacchus, which ':od, tha Kegomantans adore a- 
bove all others, for that : he was both a Srowr Fighter, and a Good- Fellow; 
in this City the Bacchanalia, or Feaſts of their beloved God were kept, 
in which there was no great ſtore Fitwals , but a World of Drink; and. 
to that end and purpoſe, a vaſt Veſſcl was made, or rather bailr, at the 
publick Charge , which might contatn Wine cnongh to ſerve all th: 
Comers to the Feaſt , from all Quarters; this Veſlel was in all thoſe parts. 
known by the nameof Decumandolium Necarianum ; and upon the Front, 
or head thereof, was written in Letters of Gotd, this Motto, . 
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'For this, or the like Reaſon, I ſuppoſe, that when they were mellow 
'with their Feſtival Cups, their dull Souls were enlightned, or their Eyes 
ſaw double, which they took to be a great advantage, and therefore hated 
'Sobriety , becauſe it always bereavd them of half the Goods they had, 
or Which at leaſt they thought they had, whilit their Brains ſwam 1n 
Liquor. Alemano- Maſtix concluded with himſeif, that they would ne- 
ver ſuffer this Sacred Place, and the Con/ecrared Veſſel to be taken, but 
would rather fight it deſperately at any diſadvamage ; and therefore 
to draw them to a Battle (for otherwiſe he valued not the place) he went 
and Befieged Necariava, giving out, that if he took it, he would break 
the Decumandolinm all to pieces, fo that they ſhould not be able to cele- 
'brate the Feaſt of their, dar/img God Bacchus. 

The noiſe of this Siege preſently flew through all Regomaria, and all 
Perſons were mightily concerned for their -Holy City, and impatiently 
urged Rabadeners to relieve 1t ; but he knowing his own want of Forces, 
and with whom he had to do,.conld not beprevail'd on; but that he might 
Jet them ſee it was not his fault, he earneſtly ſollicited all-Parties con- 
cern'd, for Supplies, but they cameſo ſlowly, that it had been to as much 
purpoſe, if they had not come at all; fora great part of the Inhabitants 
fled away at firſt, carrying their Riches along with them, and though 
many ſtayed, and a great number of Souldiers were put in to defend it, 
yet they drank ſo plentifully of the Sacred Liquor, out of the mighty Ye/- 
ſel, that they had little mind te defend their Works, but ealily quitted 
them upon every Attempt and in the end, ſuffer'd the City to be taken by 
Storm, making either none, or a very mean defence, whereupon, the 
Luyſlanders committed great Slaughter, ( as is always done, where a Place 
is taken by Aſſault) got h_ Riches , and broke the huge Yeſſel , pro- 
fanly letting all the Sacred Liquor run about ; there were ſome few who 
fled intothe Caſtle, but being threatned with an Aſſault, they ſubmit- 
ted upon eaſy terms, and thus Mlemano- Maſtix became wholly Maſter of 
the place, to diſpoſe of at his pleaſure. 

The Regomarians were enrag d at the taking their Holy City, and the 
affront offer*d to the God Bacchus ; and Kabadenero being now reinforc'd 
with his late Supplies, reſolv'd to give Battle to Allemano Maſtix, to re- 
venge this Injury. But he ledthem a wild-gooſe Chaſe, while they fol- 
lowed ſtamping, and ſwearivg, and knew not where to find him ; and 
yet durſt not march very faſt, leſt they ſhould fall into ſome of his Am- 
buſcades, and ſo make the matter ſtil} worſe, for they were as afraid of 
his Craft, as they were of his F/aloxr ;, and thus hoth Parties ſtanding on 
their Guard, and ſecking their _— they were both too wary to do 
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any thing further z and therefore we will now leave themplaying at Bo- 
peep, and return to great Glant Grandorſio. 

While Matters ſtood thus with the Aſſociates, and their Heads and 
Hearts were full of Troubles, the reſtleſs Giant Grardorſio was contri- 
ving how he might further diſtreſs, and vex. them. and vvell remem- 
bring that he had been much annoyed by a ſtrong Enchanted Fort, cal- 
led Caroloregium. he thought this his time to be revenged of it, and 
well knowing that none now durſtajpear to interrupt him, or were a- 
ble to hinder his Detign, he marched thither, and 1at down before it. 
The nevvs. of this bold:Attempt made the Afocjares at their Wits end, 
and though they could do nothing, yet to ſet as good a Face on the 
matter as might be, they met to conſult what todo; Me/onins, who 
was always forwaid', and though Baſhful in the Face of an Enemy, 
yet bold as any whatioever, when they were far enough off, made this 
Propolal, That he might gather tog-ther all the ſcattered Forces, and 
drainall that could b=. ſpared out of Garrifons, and go and raiſe the 
Siege : They replied, thar they were not at preſent, able to bring ſuch. 
a conſiderable force into the Field, as might venture to encounter Gran- 
aorfio, and a miſcarriage in the Attempt might be the loſs of their 
other Garriſons. No/07545 infilted upon it as his Priviledge and Pre- 
rogative, that no Town ought to be taken, but that he-with an Army 
ought to ſtand, and look on, or at leaſt be within bearing. Anſwer was. 
made, that he had. forfeited that Priviledge, by not being preſent at _ 
_the taking of Huanas, when he had an Army, and might have been 
there, and looked on his Belly fall, if he durſt. Great wrangling there 
was, and many things were argued to and fro, but in the end it was 
very gravely concluded, that it was not ſafe for them to attempt any 
thing, but they would truſt to the ſtrength of the Place, and leave 
Grandorſio to. do-what he could, whom in the bitterneſs of their Soul, 
they bloodily curſed, whilſt he, lice the Fox, fared the better for it. 

Caroloregium, was a Place ſtrong, both by Nature and Art, it ſeemed 
to be Dedicated to Mars, asthriving beſt in the time of War, and ha- 
ving few Inhabitants beſides Souldiers; it was nant eaſily ro be ap- 
proached, as being Scituate at the meeting of twoRivers; andin the | 
open part, ina great meaſure guarded vy 1 wonderful Enchanted Pond, or 
Lake ;, many mighty Spells had been formerly ſet upon it by the great 
Necromancer, Archimedes, and the hanghty 1907 [bers Formalitojo, ſet- 
ting no jmall value upon it, had put in the chniceit of his 5ouldizrs to de- 
fend it, and commanded all his Conjurers to nſe their utmoſt Skill to 
ſtrengthen it againlt all attacks, ſo that by many it was thought impreg- 
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nable - But all this could not diſcourage the hardy and daring Gra»dorſco 
from his Undertaking ;. yet in purſuing his Deſign, he met with many 
difficulties, and was longer held in play, than ſome, who thought them- 
ſelves wiſe, layed wagers he would. When his Men drew near the Lake, 
ſtrange and terrible Flaſhes of Fire would riſe out of the Water, and la- 
mentably Scorch and Burn them, when they endeavoured to fill it up 
with Billets, either the flaſhing Fires in a Moment conſumed them, or - 
the Lake. ſwallowed them. up, ſo that they thought it had no bottom.. 
Grandorſio being thus at a loſs, ſent to his old Friend, that Dewi of a 
Conjurer, Archimeaes, who, by the Meſſenger, ſent him this Anſwer, thats 
he ſhould mind his Batteries, and his Bombs, but not trouble himſelf a- 
bout the Lake, nor any way concern himſelf as to it, for he would take 
Care of that in a very ſhort time. to his Satisfaction, that he ſhould be 
able to walk over it dry-ſhod.. Having received this Anfwer, he beſtow- 
ed no more pains that way, but with his Batteries and his Bombs, ſo pli- 
ed the Town, that he ſcarce gave the Befieged any Reſt ;, and on the 06- 
ther hand, they were not wanting to themſelves, but returned Cannon 
for Cannon, and with continual Firing, gaul'd, or cut off the approach-- 
ing Men, and as opportunity ſerved, made ſudden Sallies and deſtroy- 
ed the Works, as well as Perſons of the the Beſiegers. Grendorſio ſeeing 
their Reſolution, and knowing that none could appear in the Field to 
diſturb him, made ſlower approaches, and with greater ſafety to pre- 
ſerve his Men : But in theend, with his Flying Fireballs, he ſo burnt the 
Town, that it was little but a beap of Rnmes, and the Beſieged were for- 
ced to ſecure themſelves by retiring into certain Enchanted Cells, made by 
Magick Art , adjoining to their Walls and Fortifications ; and to 
their farther grief, the roaring Cannon had frighted a part.of their Wal!,. 
ſo that there appeared a Breach, whereat ſeveral Souldiers at a time might 
enter. While G-andorfis was about this Work, the Conjurer Archime- 
des was not idle, or forgetful of his Promiſe, for being one of general 
Acquaintance, ard having dealings with all forts of Devils, heemploy- - 
ed certain Subterranean Spirits, who made ſuch Cavities and Convey- 
ances under ground, that ſuddenly, to the amazement both of beſiged, 
and Befiegers, the Pond or Lake appeared dry. Neverthelefs, the Beſficg'a 
ſti!l ſeem d obitinate, and all their Charms and Conjurations did not yet 
fail them) for violent Flaſhes of Lightning, and certain Fiery Spirits ſeemed 
to guard the Breach, that none could enter ; but in the end, their Breach- 
es-being daily made wider, the way to them Jaid plain and open, and 
there being ro hopes of relief, they Capitulated, ro whom, Grandorſio 


granted very. honourable Conditions, which being accepted, and fign'd 
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on both'fides, they marched forth, carrying the unwelcome 'News to 
| the Duke of Bawwawia, and the reſt of the Aſſociates, and Grandorfia 
t in what Forces he thought fir, employing many to remove the Ru- 
ins, rebuild the deſtroyed Habirations, and repair all damage done to 
- theFortifications,in — he ſent to Archimedes for hisDireionand 
Aſſiſtance, ſo that in a ime he made it ſtronger than it was before. 
It is to be obſerved, that, contrary to the relation of all Hiſtories, and 
all Countries known to us, that the Giants in theſe Countries generally 
beat the Knights, and that the Gsarrs are courteous, ſweet- hamour'd,and - 
chearfully undertake the ProteRtion and Relicf of wronged Ladies, and all 
diftreſſed Perſons, but .the Knights, except ſome few, are proud, ſurly, in- 
jurious, and ſet upon miſchief. Such difference.is there in the unknown 
parts of the World from the known. Burt to return to 'our Bulineſs,, it is

'telia, or grief of Heart at Sewnopolis. The Afociates having gotten no- 
thing all this Campaign , but Shame and Confufion, hung their Heads,

-Naſonius roſe up in a Rage, asking if they intended to betray him, who 
-had fed them with ſuch Sums of Money as they had never before ſeen , 
and urged their Promiſes, and ſolemn Oaths, that no Peace ſhould be 
-made without his Conſent. It was replied, that he himſelf upon occaft- 
-On, never ſtood upon ſuch Formalities, and therefore:it was unreaſonable 
for him to preſs any ſuch thing upon them, unleſs he could produce his 
Charter of Priviledge, that he alone was not to be bound by any Promiſes or 
'Oaths, Naſonius imelt that their deſign was to get more Money, and 
therefore in a calmer Stile, anſwered thus : © That it would be an Eter- 
© nal Shame to give over thus, that there was no want of Men, which they 
* could raiſe abundantly, and that he had made ſo many Beggars in V- 
© r0pia, that he did not queſtion, but that in a ſhort time he ſhould out of 
© themraiſe a formidable Army, and that if Money was wanting, they 
* ſhould be ſupplied to their Hearts deſire , for Vropis was not yet above 
© half drained, and he was reſolved not to leave one Perry in the _— 
om, 
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. © ere, he would fend him more Money than his barren Dukedom ever afforded him, 
* and make him think himſelf the Richer for his Loſs. At-theſe Golden Promiſes 
they began all to prick up their Ears, and talk complyingly ; aud. fo, ſome Pittance 
at preſent being diftributed among them, and an agreement made, 'what ſhare he 
. would afford to every one, they came to a Reſolution, that they would all raiſe more 
than their former Q»org's, and try their Fortunes the next Year with greater Forces 
.anad Courage than cyer. | 
Naſenins could ſcarce fleep for:thinking what large Promiſes he had made, which jt 
-was not poſſible he ſhould perform, unleſs he could moft ſhamefully gull the V:0pieys 
*- out. of their Money, of which he was ſomewhat doubtful at this time, becauſe by.rea- 
ſon of his great Lofſes, and ill Condu, he muſt retura to them under ſome kind of 
Diſgrace* bur that he might conſult what to do, he repaired tov Zoloo, where he found - 
his damn'd Miftreſs, Ambriioſe , newly returned from the Revels at the Plutonick Court: 
To her he made a long and Jementable Complaint of his Misfortunes, expoſtulating with 
her, why ſhe had deſerted him at ſuch time; -as Fe moſt needed her Advice and Aſ-

ſhe, There are certain Lews of Hell (unknown to you) which indi-- 


ſpenſably required my Preſence there ; but witha!, ſhe told him, that his Misfortunes 
befcl him through his own Raflineſs, and ſnconfiderateneſs, in that he had not follow- 
ed her Counſel ; but (ſaid ſhe) if you will yet follow my Advice, 1 will do all I can 


for you, 


This ſomewhat cheared his Spirits, and after a ſeeming paſſionate Salute,

that ſhe would not be long atter him, to adviſe and afſift him in any difficulties, that 
might ariſe, and then in all hafte departed for m_ to put her advice in Prattice, 
What is toenſue, Hiftory cannot at preſent inform us, ic belonging to Afﬀtrology, .
